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SENATORS AS PARTISANS 
THEIR COURSE NOW AND FOUR 
YEARS AGO. 

HANGING UP MR. CLEVELAND’S NOMINA- 


TIONS FOR PARTY REASONS—MR. 


BURROWS WANTS AN EXTRA SESSION. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—There is a strange and 
significant contrast between the present course 
of thy Republican majerity of the Senate and 
that pursued by the same majority in the Win- 
ter of 1884-5 with regard to nominations sent 
in by the President. Four years ago Gen. 
Arthur was Prosident, and during the last three 
months of his term avery vacancy occur- 
Ting in the Federal service was promptly 
filled by nominations sent to the Senate 
and oonfirmed with equal promptness by 
the Republicans of that body. In some cases the 
nominations and confirmations were had s0 
near the close of Gen. Arthur’s term that the 
commissions could not be prepared in time to 
Teceive the outgoing President’s signature. 
There could have been no justfault found with 
the incoming President had he failed to sign 
these commissious, butit is to his eredit that 


he did sign every one of them, 60 that the nomi- 
nees of a Republican President took office by 
the gracious act of a Democratic President. 

Hut uow the case is different. A Democratic 
Presidest is aboutto give way to a Republican 
suocAssor, AS 18 his duty under the Constitu- 
tion, when vacansies occur in Presidential 
offices, Mr. Cleveland is nominating to the Sen- 
ate goed men to fll them, but the Republican 
benate does not confirm these nominations. 
Bince the beginning of the present session Mr. 
Cieveland has sent to the Senate more than 220 
nominations, most of them going in early in De- 
cember. Out of all of these the Republican Sen- 
ators have confirmed just 41, and of these 37 
were army and navy premotions incident to the 
reguiar course of army and vary life, Of the 
remaining four, one was for an olficw in the 
Treasury Department, which could not be left 
Vacant; ore was that of Perry Belmont to de 
Minister tv Spain, and one was the nomination 
of ‘i. Burke te be Chief-Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Washington Territory, a nomination 
whieh was warmly indersed by Republicans of 
that Territory and upon which these Republic- 
&us insisted that the Senate should act at once, 
All the reat of Mr. Cieveland’s nominations re- 
main unactea upon by the Senate, and there are 
no mdications that they will be takenup. On 
the contrary, close observers find some reason 
to suspect that, as in the case of the Indiana 
District Atiorneyship, there is a deliberate 
purpose on the part of the Kepublican Senators 
to “hang up” President Cleveland’s nomina- 
tions until they fall with the end of tne session. 
Theu Mr. Harrison will fiud just a0 many offices 
all ready to be filled without delay by the nom- 
ination of Republicans whv will be contirmed 
by the Republican Senate as fast as their names 
are received. 

Representative Burrows of Michigan is one of 
the half dozen candidates for Speaker of the 
Fifty-first Congress, and he evidently is con- 
vinced that his chances of election ought to be 
tried atanearly day. He is an advocate of an 
extra session. ‘‘l regard an extra session 48 a 
political necessity,” he said today. ‘If Con- 
eTress does not meet until next December 
nothing can be accomplished betore February, 
and the campaign of 1890 will be om 
our hands before we bave even begun to 
do. the things that are expected of us. 
We must admit the Territories, we must 
ao something with the tariff, and we 
must redeem our obligations now outstanding 
with the soldiers. If we don’t get those things 
done before the next canvass begins we will be 
a badly-beaten party in 1890. The Democrats 
will have the House by a big majority, and they 
wili use it to embarrass Harrison in the last 
months of his Administration. My idea is, tha 
there should be an extra session in April an 
May, which should settle several centested 
election cases, get others in shape for 
and admit the ‘Territories. Then we could 
adjourn until December. On reconvening, the 
members from the new States (all Republicans, 
ot course) would be ready to take their seats. 
We could seat them and dispose of the eleetion 
eases before the holiday recess. Then when we 
met in January, 1890, we would have 15 or 20 
majority and bein excellent shape.to dispose of 
the tariff and pension legisiation.” 

Mr. Burrows evidently depends'upon the Rep- 
reseatatives from the Siates to be admitted to 
help give the Republicans a working majority. 
Itis prebable that the Democrats will not throw 
away any parliamentary opportunity to prevent 
the carrying out of a programme that eontem- 
plates voting the admission of the Representa- 
tives of several new States, and the use of the 
votes of those Representatives to unseat men 
pe appear to have been eleeted from old

Representative Tiliman of South Carolina, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Labor 
Troubles in Pennsylvania, says the committee

It would have been ready seoner, but Mr. Till- 
nan says that when he was prepared to digest

From the general intimations thrown out by 
the Chairman, it seems likely that the eommit- 
tee will find the anthracite coal operators, rail- 
roads, and mine owners in the enjoyment of a 
monopoly difticult to reach by existing law. 


Washington ministers in the churches that 
object to dancing as immoral are not so severely 
critical of the inaugural ball as the ministers 


of the same deneminations out of Washington. 
The clergymen of the Catholic churches who 
do not find any inherent immorality in danc- 
ing and do not discipline their parishioners for 
dancing are as conservative as their brethren 
@isewhere, The local clergymen are better in- 
forwed about the matter than strangers can be 
expected to be. Neither President Oleveland 
nor President-elect Harrisor could prohibit the 
juausural ball. It is in control of the 
local Committee of Arrangements. It costs 
& great deal to get it up, to arrange for 
the desvrations, caterers, tiokets, programmes, 
and other details; butitis also a seuree otf in- 
come. No one gets into the ball free, unless ho 
is an officer or au unusually-famed person. If 
Gily 3,000 persons buy tickets at $5 the com- 
mittee will be in receipt of $15,000 from that 
source alone. The reeeipts from ticket sales 
will probabiy reach $20,000. Then there will 
be rights of sale disposed of, and many items of 
income by which the committee will get back 
much of the money expended in making the in- 
auguration an attraetion to visitors. 

More than $50,000 Rave been raised for the 
expenses of the celebration. Four years age 
the subscribers received back almost as much 
a8 they gave, se prefitable were the various de- 
partments managed. As tne ballis oneof the 
reat sources of income it is easy to see that it 
would not be hastily abandoned. 

In talking about it to areporter the Rev. J. 
W. Phillips, Eviscopalian, who 1s not strictly 
opposed to dancing as an umusement, Gan see 
no harw in the ball if sonducted by respeetable 

eopie, The Rev. C. H. Richardson of the Mc- 

endree Methedist Chureh shares the objection 
vt some of the churches to dancing, but regard- 
jug the inaugural ball as areception be has 
no objection to it. The Rev. George E. Elliott, 
Foundry Methodist Church, criticises the ball 
as obnoxious.to the discipline of the church, 
but he discountenances concerted action against 
it. The Rev. H. R. Nayler, Hamiine Methodist 
Chureh, thinks the ball is a reception rather 
than a ball, but be also regards dancing as an 
indulgence that may be overlooked and ex- 
eused if not carried to excess. Bishop New- 
man does uot really say whether he considers 
dancing imweral or harmless, and bishop Hurst 
oonsiders the bull a superfiueus thing that will 
jiu time be abandoned as part of the inaugural 
celebration. Tne Rev. Father Chapelle of St. 
Matthew’s Rowen Catholic Chureh, the Rev. 
Father Walter oi St. Patrick's, and the Kev. 
Father Ryan of the Immaculate Conception 
see LO Odjections te the bail. Not one clergy- 
Man quoted denounees it.

The probable compbsition of the Senate at the 
“peginning of the Fifty-firat Congress has deen 
widely discussed at the Oapitol during the past 


week and the talk onthe subject bas brought 
into view a striking illustration of the power of 
the unexpected in politics. The Senate at prea- 
ent consists of 39 publicans and 37 Demo- 
crats. Of these the terms of the following will 
expire on Maron 4:

Repudlicans.—M ssrs. Bowen of Colorado, Chace 
of Rhode Island, Chandler ot New-Hampgshire, Cal- 
Iom of Lilinois, Dolph of Oregon, Frye of Maine, 
Hoar of Massachusetts, Manderson of Nebraska, 
Palmer of Michigan, Plumb of Kansas, Niddleber-

Mesere. Beck, Butler, Chace, Mergan, Walthall, 
Wilson, Colquitt, and Gisson have been re-elect- 
ed. Messrs. Palmer and Bowen will be succeed- 
ed by Messrs. James F. MoMillan and E. O. Wol- 
eott respectively; Messre. Berry, Cullom, Frye, 
Dolph, Coke, Hoar, Manderson, and Plumb have 
been either renominated or will have no serious 
opposition; John 8. Barbour, Democrat, nas 
been elected to succeed Riddleberger of Vir- 
ginia, and Senator Saulsbury’s successor from 
Delaware is expected to be a  Repub- 
lican, In the cases of the remaining 
Senators the expectation is that what- 
ever may be the result as to them personally,: 
their successors will be of the samé political 
faith, s0 that when the Senate is called to order 
on March 4 it will be composed of 38 elected 
Republican Senators, 37 elected Democratio 
Senators, and 1 Py mee Senator appointed’ 
by the Governor of New-Hampshire to succeed 
Mr. Chandler. 

The situation in New-Hampshire is unique, 
and hason previous occasions given rise to 
serious discussion as to the power of the Gov- 
ernor te appoint a Senator under the existing 
circumstances, The law of Congress ef 1866 
regulating the election of Senators stipulates 
that they shall be chosen by the Legislature 
elected next preceding the date of the expira- 
tion of the term of the Senator whose successor 
is to be elected. The Legislature is clected in 
November, but under thé Constitution of the 
State it does not meet until the following June, 
leaving a periea from March 4 to (this year) 
June 19 during which the State can be repre- 
sented (if at all) only by appointment of the 
Gevernor. The question has been raised whether 
or not the State by its action forfeits its right of 
representation during this interim, and when 
Charles H. Bell appeared in the Spring of 1879, 
and Henry W. Blair in the Spring of 1885, by 
appointment of the Governor, they were not 
forthwith swern in, as were the elevted Sena- 
tors, but a long debate oceurred over their right 
of admission before they teok their seats. 

On the question of the admission of a New- 
Hampshire Senator, therefere, the vote will 
doubtless be on the lines of political division— 
Republicans, 38; Democrats, 37. This is an 
exceedingly close vote. and the control of tke 
Senate would have passed into the hands of the 
Democrats had the unexpected result in Dela- 
ware been alfferent, for then the vote would 
have steed, Democrats, 38; Republicans, 37. 
Should the Republicans tm Delaware get into 
trouble over the olaims of rival can- 
didates and fail to elect a suecessor to 
Senator Saulsbury, the Republicans will 
have control of the Senate only by the 
casting vote of Vice-President Merton, and that 
controlis liable to be lost by the accident of 
death. This condition of affairs, hewever, 
could last only until June 19, when the New- 
Hampshire Legislature wi!l elect a successor 
to Senator Chandler and Republican supremacy 
berestored. This is probably the last time that 
such a contingency can possibly arise, tor the 
New-Hampshire Constitutienai Convention now 

in session will, it is understood, change the 
time of convening the Legislature from June to 
January. 





SINGING! UNDER DIFFIOULTIRS. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 6.—Carl Strakesch, 
manager of the Kellogg Opera Company, and 
Clara Louise Kellogg deny the stories printedin 
New-York regarding the impecunious condition 
ot the company. The organization, which closed 
an engagement at the Weiting Opera Heuse 
last. night, is, they say, stronger than ever, and 
numbers 62 peeple. Several members of the 
company who have been -discharged for incom- 
petency have, they say, started the stories that 
the management was in arrears for salaries, 
The business of the company in this city was 
good, but Miss Kellogg sang Leonora and 
Marguerite under great disadvantage, wear- 
ing _ right arm in a sling suspended from her 
neok. 

She has suffered from a broken collar bone for 
some days. The fracture was the result of a 
fall on the stage at Norfoik, Va., but the prima 
donha was unaware that she had suffered a 
fracture. On Saturday a surgeon of this city 
examined her and quickly found a fracture. He 
advised Miss Kellogg that she might continue 
her engagements if she saved her arm trom use 
until the fraetured bone knitted together. All 
through the opera last night the prima donna 
carried her arin in a sling, and she suffered ex- 
cruciating pain. Labatt, who sang Faust, was 
very careful te make loye te Marguerite on 
the left side only. The company left for Roch- 
ester to-night. 





TOOK HIS OWN LIFE.

A shot was heard a 
moment later and Lingie was found lying in the 
coalhouse shot through the brain. He had 
placed the pistol to his right temple and fired. 

Deceasbd was 42 years of age and leaves a 
widow and family in poor circumstances. He 
Was always regarded as an honest man, but 
somewhat careless in his business habits. 





SAVED HIS PRISONER'S LIFE. 

DALLas, Texas, Jan. 5.—Last Thursday Deputy 
Sheriff J. S. Moore arrested Jack O’Brien at 
Garland, this county. Two steres had been en- 
tered and partof the stolen goods were found 
in O'Brien's possession. Last night the officer 
started with O’Brien for Dallas for safe keeping. 
While Moore was buying a cigar at the depot a 
toasked mob of a dozen men captured the pris- 
oner, carried him to Embree Park, a quarter of 
@ mile distant, and strung bim toatree. Moore 
reached the scene andcut the ropejust in time to 
save O’Brien’s life. Moore was overpowered. Part 
of the mob held the officer while the others took 
O’Brien off some distance and again strung him 
up. Moore finally [reed himself, and with a re- 
volver in either hand advanced on the lynchers, 
and again cut O’Brien down. Both parties then 
opened tire. Several of the mob were wounded. 
Moore and his prisoner finally reached Dallas in 
safety. It is not known whether the wounded 
men are fatally injured. 





WARM WEATHER IN CONNEOTICOUT. 

NEw-HAVEN, Jan. 6.—The weather eo far this 
Winter has been the mildest for any celd season 
known in Connecticut since that of 1869-70. In 
that Wixcter no ice was cut, and one tirm of ice 


harvesters, who “carried over” a crop from the 
previous year in new houses, sold out their 
atock in 1870 at fancy figures, realizing, in fact, 
the entire cost of their pliant. Some of the ice 
sold for $10 per ton. 

Not a pound of fce has been harvested thus 
far this year, and the ice gatherers are getting 
weary. Considerable work is being done by 
vessels on the Connecticut River now, althouch 
their operations are hampered by the fear of a 
sudden cold snap. The Thames River is open 
to navigation for its entire length, something

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A HOT FIGHT IN DELAWARE 


THE PENDING SENATORIAL 
; CONTEST. 


EACH OF FOUR REPUBLICANS WANTS TO 
GO TO WASHINGTON AND ADDICKS 


HAS A LITTLE FIGHT OF HIS OWN. 
WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 6.—The pending Sen- 
atorial contest in Delaware, in its peouliar sur- 
roundings and important bearings, is almest 
unparalleled in the history of the State, and 
finds its nearest counterpart in the legislative 
session of 1853, when John M. Clayton suceess- 
fully ended his great battle for a return to the 
United States Senate in order to vindicate his 
pet Clayton-Bulwer treaty from the assaults 
that had been made upon it. The Legislature of 
1853 had a Whig majority on joint ballot, 
but it ‘was the last interruption § to 
complete Democratic supremacy in Delaware 
until Democratic dissensions in the recent cam- 
paign frittered away the power of a safe mar- 
gin, and deliberately presented to the Repub- 
lieans the control of the lower house anda 
majority of twoon joint ballotor the General 
Assembly, at a time when the election of a 
United States Senator imparts a national im- 
portance te such an unexpected and unde- 
served victory. 

The analogy between this Senatorial contest 
and the one which proved the final desperate 
struggle of John M. Clayton’s brilliant political 
career 18 somewhat remarkable, and also serves 
to bring to mind some hitherto unwritten 
history connected with that interesting event. 
For years Clayton was the ruling power,ln 
Delaware politics, and Delaware was one of 
the stanchost of Whig States; but when, in 1849, 
Clayton left the Senate to become President 
Taylor's Secretary of State, the loss of his per- 
sonal direction proved asad blow to the Whig 
Party in Delaware. The Democrats, under the 
magnetie leadership of the late James A. Bay- 
ard, attacked the demoralized hests of tho 
enemy and a Demoeratic Legislature was the 
result of the exciting State election in 1850. In 
that year President Taylor died and Clayton, 
having been left out in President Fillmore’s re- 
construction of the Cabinet, returned to Dela- 
ware with the intention of spending the re- 
mainder of his days in the enjoyments of pri-: 
vate life. 

But a politieal contingency soon arose that 
caused @ radical change in his intentions. The 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, to him the dearest and 
choicest episode of his public career, was rade- 
ly assailed by the Democrats in Congress and 
by the Democratic press all over the country. 
Clayton was aroused. He determined to re- 
turn to Washingten and defend his pet treaty 
on the floor of the Senate. Undeterred by 
# Democracy flushed with victory and the un- 
derhand opposition of envious leadera in the 
ranks of his own party; he put bis great powers 
of organization at work, mapped out his plan 
of action, and staked his all upen the campaign 
ef 1852, the one in which the Wnig Party of 
the country suffered a defeat that resuited in 
its complete dissolution. 

That campaign in this State wasa most re- 
markable one. The only issue was Clayton’s 
success or downfall, and the great leader never 
Inade his personal impress more indelibly upon 
the voters ef Delaware. Onthe 2d ef Novem- 
ber the Presidential election came off and 
Delaware, for the first time since “the era ef 
good feeling” was inaugurated by the second 
election of Monroe, cast her Electoral vote, by a 
small majority, fora Democratic President. A 
week later the State election was held, and 
the jubilant Democracy were fairly astounded 
by a quick politieal upheaval that overwhelmed 
them with defeat. Clayton triumphed. Dela 
ware nobly stood by the great Whig leader, and 
after rejecting the national candidatos of the 
party elected » Whi¢ Legislature for the sole 
purpose of sending John M. Claytom back to 
the United States Senate. 

But when the Legislature assembled, in Janu- 
ary, 1853, a serious obstacle was encountered. 
At the election in Nevember the Whigs had 
chosen two of the three State Senators, and 13 
of the 21 members who comprised the House of 
Representatives. Of the 6 holding-ever State 
Senators 4 were Democrats and 2 Whigs. The 
net result was that the Senate was Democratic 
by 5 to 4 and the House Whig by 13 to 8 
leaving the Whigs with a majority of 4 
on joint ballot. The difficulty, however, was to 
secure a joint ballot. The act of Congress regn- 
lating the election of Senators had not then 
been enacted, and for several weeks the Demo- 
cratic Senate refused to join with the Whig 
House for the purpose of taking a joint Sena- 
torial ballot. t Jooked as though Clayton 
would lose the fruits of his great vietery. 

Finally, the deadlock was broken by John 
Sorden, 2 Democratic Senator from Kent 
County, who voted with the four Whig Senators 
to gointe jolut session. The session was held 
and Clayton was elected. The romance ef time 
has weaved around Sorden’s act of party apos- 
tasy a glamor of patriotism, and thestory now is 
that he was actuated by State pride and adesire 
to vindicate the henor of Delaware by permit- 
ting Clayton to reply to his calumniators upon 
the floor ef the United States Senate. It is also 
said that —— years previous, without ask- 
ing any fee, had successfully defendea Sorden 
on an indictment for negro-stealing, and that 
personal gratitude was the mainspring of his 
vote. But the skeleton record of the 
session’s proceedings clearly indicates that 
neither assumption is correct; and that 
the proceeding was a_ political deal 

hat would ecumpare favorably with tie 

éals of modern times. Tho sane session also 
had to ehoose, by a action, a State Treas- 
urer and State Auditor, and the record shows 
that this Whig Legislature very considerately 
re-elected to these offices the Demoeratic in- 
cumbents who had been chosen by the Demo- 
cratic Legislature two years before. The infer- 
ence is ebvious. However, Clayton was ele- 
vated and remained a conspicuous figure in the 
United States Senate until his death, in 1856. 

To conclude the analogy: When Senator 
Thomas F. Bayard, following the precedent of 
Mr. Clayton, left the Senate to enter the Cab- 
inet of President Cleveland, the act proved the 
entering wedge that has ended with the defeat 
of the party in this State. The election of his 
successor in the Senate engendered a fieree fac- 
tional fight in the Democratic Party, which has 
continued to this day. So bitter was the feeling 
that when Senater Eli Saulsbury’s ambition 
for a fourth term in the Senate was re- 
pudiatead at the Democratic primaries 
in Kent County last Summer, his followers 
openly revolted and joined hands with the Re- 
publicans for the purpose of defeating the anti- 
Saulsbury Democratic legislative ticket. They 
succeeded, and the same factional feeling led to 
Demoeratic apathy in Sussex County, where 
the Republicams, after an offective still hunt, 
elected their entire ticket, and thus a 
Republican House of Representatives and 
a publican majority of two “ee ballot 
was secured. Mr. Bayard, like . Clayton, 
will leave the Cabinet te return to private life, 
and like Mr. Clayton he can reunite hig faction- 
riven party, and restore it to power in Dela- 
ware. Like the Legislature of 1853, the next 
Legislature will have a Democratic majority in 
the Senate and an opposition majority in the 
House. But here the analogy ends. 

Under the act of Cengress regulating the 
election of United States Senators, the Dem- 
ocratic Senate of 1889 is not likely to follow 
the example of the Senate of 1853, nnd refuse 
to go inte joint session, and so it seems a fore- 
gone conciusion that the Senatorial election 
will bo eatered upon. At any rate, the Repub- 
lican aspirants are hampered by no fearsof such 
a contingency, and each has inaugurated a tre- 
mendous fignt for the honor of being Deiaware’s 
first Republican Senator. The legislative bal- 
loting will begin a week from Tuesday, and the 
Republican caucus will be held seme night this 
week, probably Wednesday or Thursday. There 
are 16 Republican members, and nine votes 
will secure the eanucus nomination. 

No one candidate has anything like the 
coveted nine votes, and tke indications point 
te a bitter and protracted struga@le, George V. 
Massey, a leading lawyer and local counsel) fer 
the Peunsylvania Bailroad Company; the Hon. 
N. B. Smithers, the Nestor of the Delaware 
Bar, who was elected to Congress at 
@ special election in 1863 when Dela- 
ware Was under martial law and bay- 
onet rule; Charlies H. reat, the Repubican 
candidate for Congress at the last election, 
whose efforts largely eontributed to the Repub- 
lican victory in Sussex County, and Anthony 
Higgins, a promineut attorney of this sity and 
the unsuccessful candidate for Congress in 
1884, are the leading aspirants. 

Ex-Jadge George P. Fisher, who was on the 
Bench of the District of Columbia auring the 
famous safe burglary episode; Majer James P. 
Lofiand, who was elected to Congress when the 
grand tidal wave swept ever Delaware in 1872, 
and the Rev. Jonathan & Willis, a retired 
Methodist minister with a liking for politics, 
are posing as avallablo compromise candidates, 
and are hoping to profit when the expected 
break-up comes. 

Massey is undoubtedlv the leading candidate 
thus far, but he is bitterly opposed by Hicgins. 
Treat is strongly backed by a majority of the 
delegation from Sussex County, but Higgins 
also has many warm friends in Sussex, who are 
making savage attacks upon Treat in an en- 
Geavor to weaken his following. Smithors 
really occupiesg the most advantageous po- 
sition, an were he 10 years younger 
(ne is past 70) would undoubtedly carry 
off the prize. ‘He is unfettered by factional 
alliances, stands high in the Peri favor, and 
has three votes that will stand: by him as lovg 
as there is achanee for him ‘to suceeed. The 
only objection urged against him is his age, but 
it would not be surprising if the ocancus finally 
sottied the wrangle by taking the chances on

He is J. Edwards Addicks, a wealthy manufact- 
urer of water-gas plants, who really resides in 
Boston, but who formerly occupied a Summer 
residence in ihe upper part of the State for 
Beveral years. By continuing to stop there 
over night occasionally and. keeping him- 
self assessed, he has managed to main- 
tain @& quasi-legal residence in Dela- 
ware, Last Fall he made a journey of 500 
iniles for the purpose of reaching here in time to 
vote at the Blection. It was then that the Sena- 
torial idea took possession of him, for though he 
left the nextday on a business trip to Europe he 
set his agents immediately to work .in this 
State. Their mode was to visit Kent and Sus- 
sex Counties and quietly inquire into 
the financial standing of the mem- 
bers-eleot. Their work soon aroused 
public curiosity as to who Addicks was and 
What he wanted, and it was not long before it 
was autnoritatively announced that he was 
after the Senatorship. Last Monday Ad- 
dicks reaehed New-York and took the 
evening train for Dover, where he spent 
the noxt day making the acquaintance 
of the egislatora, who had assembled 
for the purpose of organizing. He gave a 
champagne supper and kept open house at his 
suite of rooms in the Hotel Richardson. He 
made no secret of his Sonatorial aspirations and 
anpounced that he would return the following 
week and keep his headquarters open until tho 
contest is settled. 

‘There is very little danger of the Addicks 
boom amounting to anything. Mr. Addicks 1s 
comparatively unknown in the State, and no 
member would vote for him without areusing a 
natural suspicien that the vote was actuate by 
mercenary motives. There will be another Sena- 
torial contest four years hence, at the expira- 
tion of Senator Gray’s term, and there is an im- 
pression that Mr. Addicks 1s merely introduc- 
ing himself now, with the idea of getting into 
line for a dead-earnest fight four years later. 





WASHBURN MEN HAPPY. 


THE CONTEST FOR THE SUCCESSOR TO 


SENATOR SABIN. 

8T. Paur, Jan. 6.—There were two important 
caucuses held late last night which tended to 
settle completely the Speakership question, and 
there now appears to be no reasonable doubt 
that Mr. Morgan will preside over the next 
House of Representatives. His friends are most 
jubilant over the present condition of affairs, 
and the Washburn men share iz the jubilations. 
The two fights, despite all efforts te the con- 
trary, have to a great extont resolved them- 
selves inte one. Not enly has Mr. Morgan been 
the Washburn candidate aud Mr. Graves the 
Sabin candidate, but there has been allied on 
the side of the latter all the anti-Washburn 
strength. It has not only been a Washburn- 
Sabin fight, but it has been a Washburn and 
anti-Washburn fight, and unless seme remarka- 
ble change occurs before Monday night the 
friends of Mr. Washburn will score what isin a 
certain sense a great vietory for them. 

Mr. Morgan’s strength represents the Wash- 
burn strength far more than Col. Graves’s 
strength does that of Mr. Sabin. Lhe Donneily 
men are, with a very few exceptions, said to be 
for Col. Graves. The lines have not been drawn 
with exactness, but 1n general a Morgan victory 
would be a Washburn victory. ‘Will there be 
a caucus on the United States Senatorship” is 
a question thatis often asked aud often an- 
swered with the remark: ‘‘Let’s settle this 
sSpeakership fight first.” Mr. Washburo bas been 
in favor of a caucus, and Mr. Sabin’s manager 
has been quoted on the same side, but it is not 
at all certain that a caucus will beheld. _ 

The opportunity for a dead-lock is practically 
spoiled by a Republican caucus. There are a 
number of men who are regarded in the light 
of possibilities in the case of a dead-lock. They 
are from various portions of the State, and each 
has asmali following from his particular sec- 
tion. They see in the bitter contest that has 
thus far been waged the fact that either leading 
eandidate would preter a new man to the suc- 
cess Of his rival. Judge Start of Rochester has 
a number of supporters from Southern Minne- 
sota who will net be likely to vote for the 
leading man. A friend of Judge Rea 
of Minneapolis said to-day that he was 
a candidate, and had several votes 
which would stay with him. Knute Nelson 
also has some supporters. Majer Strait has a 
number of friends who, while not voting for 
him at first, will be more than likely to vote for 
s@me Man who is not considered in the light of 
@ possibility. Donnelly will be made the re- 
ceptacle of some votes which are ready to be 
cast for dark horses as s00n 43 an oppertanity 
offers. 

Without a caucus a dead-lock would be almost 
certain, and the natural outcome would bo the 
selection of one of the numerous pessibilities. 
With a caucus Mr. Washburn, witb his present 
large following, would be more likely to suceeed 
than any other candidate. Whether Sabin’s 
chances weuld be enhanced by the caucus is 
stilla debatable question. The organization of 
the House will go a long way toward determin- 
ing this question. 

A letter drawn out by one written by T. B. 
Walker, the millionaire lumberman of Minneap- 
olis, Who Opposes Mr. Washburn’s candidacy 
for the Senate, was printed in the Pioneer Press 
to-day. It is to the effect that all of the pine 
lana interest 1s antagonistic to Washbarn, and 
that the reasen for this is that he is not 
in. .the Weyerhauser “ - al of operat- 
ors who have secure ® controlling 
interest in most of the available pine 
lands in Wisconsin and Minnesota.

PANAMA CANAL POLITICS 


THE AMERICAN SENATE £X- 
O1YES DISPLEASURE. 
SATURDAY’S DEBATE NOT RELISHED BY 
DE LESSEPS—BOULANGER SUPPORTS 

THE CANAL PROJECT. 

Paris, Jan. 6.—The debate in the American 
Senate on the Panama Canal exeites ill will 
here. A friend of M. de Lesseps declares that 
when M. de Lessepa, in 1877, asked the Ameri- 
can Minister, Gen. Noyes, for an explicit state- 
ment of the views of the American Govern- 
raent, Gen. Noyes replied that, while he thought 
that Americans viewed the project with sus- 
picion, he was upable to obtain an official 
statement from the Government. 

The Petit Journal states that a mesting of 
Parama Canal bondholders has addressed a 
letter to M. de Lesseps offering him the Chair- 
manship of a new canal company to be formed 
by shareholders in the present company. The 
Journal says the new company will have a capi- 
tal of several million francs and will take over 
the concern from the old Pamuna company. 

Gen. Boulanger, in addressing a deputation 
ot Panama bondholders which waited upon 
him to-day, said: “You may rest assured of 
my support. I do notdesire to enter on the als- 
cussion of Beurse questions, but I know that in 
regard to the Panama enterprise the Govern- 
ment and Chamber norally entered into en- 
gagements which they have not fulfilled.” 
Thereupon the General subscribed for 25 addi- 
tional shares of the canal stock. 

At the Republican Congress to-day, at which 
M. Clémenceau was present, 234 of the 370 
persons attending the meeting voted for M. 
Jacques, the President of the Council of the 
Seine, as Candidate fer the vacant Paris seat in 
the Chamber of Deputies. M. Jaeques was then 
proclaimed amid applause, the sele candidate 
against Gen. Boulanger.

HARD FIGHTING IN SAMOA. 
THE GERMAN INVADERS FORCED TO 


RETIRE FOR REINFORCEMENTS. 

BERLIN, Jan. 6.—Official .advices from Apia 
confirm yesterday’s announcement of an en- 
counter between Mataafa’s followers and the 
Germans. On Dec. 18 the German gunboat 
Adler, with the German Consul on beard, pro- 
ceeded to Lanly, Mataafa’s chief position, with 
the intention of negotiating for the disarming 
of tho insurgents in consequence of the destrac- 
tion of German property and insults to German 
sailors. A party of men was landed, and while 
on their way to the Vailele plantation they were 
suddenly attacked by a party of rebels led by 
an American named Klein. The Olga, Adler, 
and Eber landed more men, who succeeded in 
repelling the natives and destroying some of 
their villages. Lieut. Sieger and 15 men wero 
killed, and Lieuts. Spengler and Burchard and 
36 108 were wounded. The latter are doing 
well. 

Other accounts state that the Germans retired 
to Vailele, and held it against the greatest 
odds until reinforced. Mataafa’s loss was 10 
killed and 30° wounded. The Germans bomn- 
barded Vatlele, Letega, Lanly, Matafaga, and 
Matafas, Mataafa now holds a strongly-in- 
trenched position near Apia, where great excite- 
ment prevails. The European women and chil- 
dren have been placed on board the men-of- 
war. Business is at a standstill. Expecting 
further German action, Mataafa has obtained a 
supply of ammunition. He declares himself 
ready to appear before the commanders of the 
British and American men-of- war. 

CuHIcAGo, Jan. 6.—The Kiein referred toin 
the Asseciated Press dispatch from Berlin rela- 
tive to the attack by Matuaafa’s followers upon 
the Germans is “Jack” Klein, the Associated 
Press representative in Samoa and well-known 
in Chieago newspaper circles. Klein came to this 
oity from San Fraucisco and served upon mostof 
the Chieago papers a3 a reporter. He was at 
the County Jail much of the time during 
the last days of the Anarehists, and by 
his bitter and vindictive work earned the 
hatred of the condemned wen more cem- 
pletely than any other newspaper man in 
the city. Especislly was this true of Louis 
Lingg, who seemed to be the special object of 
Klein’s attentions. By a eurious fate it 
chanced that as Lingg lay dying, after he 
bad blown part of his face off with 
a dynamite cartridge. Klein, who was in the 
room, was nearest to him. As Lingg’s breath- 
ing grew shorter ana shorter Klein atepped for- 
ward and slipped his arm under bis head. The 
dying Anarchist knew him and fixed his 
eyes, full of hatred, upon the _ reporter. 
Those who were present will never forget the 
scene as the Anarchist drew his last breath 
upon the arm of a man whom he probably hated 
as intensely as he hated any human being. 

Last Winter M. BR. De Young of the San 
Francisco Chronicle cumoe to Chicago in search 
of reporters, and among those be took to the 
Pacific Coxat was Klein. Kiein remained there 
for only a few months, and then, through the 
assistance of friends here, he obtained the 
post of Associated Press correspondent in 
Samoa. It ‘is known that be has been in 
Mataafa’s camp for some time, and there is no 
doubt here that he is the American to whom 
referenee is made. 


MORIER ACCUSED OF FORGERY. 
THE BAZAINE LETTER SAID TO HAVE 


BEEN MANUFACTURED. 

BERLIN, Jan. 6.—The Post practically accuses 
Sir R. D. Merier of forgery. It says: “The 
wonderful jargon of the Bazaine letter, brist- 
ling with Angliciams and sole¢isms, cannot 
possibly have been written by a Frenchman. 
Its language startled the Parisians, but as they 
desired to exonerate Morier at any coat they 
overcame the difficulty in a highly character- 
istic fashion. To effect their object they simply 
committed forgery. The Journal des Débats 
quietly teuched up the letter from beginning to 
end, just as a French Professor would correct 
an essay written by an English schoolboy, and 
then presented it to its French readers with the 


text perfeet in form and diction.” The Post 
prints two versions of the letter. 

The Kolnische Zeitung, which firat published 
the original charges against Morier, intimates 
that the letter conveys the impreesion that it 
was written by an Englishman, and that oply 
the signature is Buzaine’s. 

The Vossische Zeitung says: ‘ This new aceu- 
sation ‘against Morier is one of such exceeding 
enormity that it can only fill German readers 
with a feeling of profoundshume. Unless proof 
of its justuesa is immediately tendered the 
charge ean hardly fail to have an almost infa- 
viating effect upon foreigners.” 

The Weser Zeitung deplores the “ palpable ani- 
mosity” displayed in the publication of the 
charge, and says: “Such an odious accusation 
should only have been brought after a careful 
examination had furnished irrefragable proofs 
or at least substantial grounds for sus- 
picion. Was this broken man, . Bazaine, 
@ Witness whose statements, ranging as they 
di@ beyond all probability, should have been 
believed without further ade? It is much to be 
regretted that, the Fereign Office having de- 
clined to speak, the settlement of the dispute 
19 left to the press. At any rate, the impression 
appears to prevailthat the Kolnische Zeitung 
was enabled to utilize and did utilize seii-offi- 
Cial sources of information.” 


Lonpon, Jan. 7:—Most of the German papers 
express doubts whether the Morier affair may 
be considered ended, because it is of great im- 
portance as regards the relations of Germany 
and England. 

The Journal des Débats of Paris publishes a 
letter frem Geu. Casseron proving that the 
fighting at Metzin 1870 began a day before 
Aug. 16, the date on which Major Deines rep- 
resents Gen. Bazaine as saying he received 
Morier’s intimation of the appreavh of the Ger- 
mans. Similar statements are published by 
Vienna papers. Mostof the Vienna pa ers and 
also the 8t. Petersburg presse side wit orier. 

Tho Frankfurter Zeitung fears that the Morier 
affair will do little credit to the German system 
of employing the press seimt-officially.

PROF. GEFFCKEN’S RELEASE. 
BERLIN, Jan. 6.—The Imperial Tribunal de- 
clined to proceed against Pref. Geffeken ba- 
cause it wasimpossible to prove that he was 


conscious ef the treasonable character of his 
pablication. 


The unexpected ending of the Geffoken affair 
puts even the Morier dispute in the shade. The 
Government press preserves an awkard silence, 
the Norddeuische Zeitung only noticing the re- 


lease of Prof. Geffeéken in a corner of the local 
news. Butthe Kvinische Zettung returns to the 
ebarge, declaring that the purpose of Prince 
Bismarck’s report to the Emperor has been 
attained by the diseovery of the nnworthy 
intrigues of tbose who desired to dethrone 
the Chancellor, and for 
allowed himself to be used. The Liberal newa- 
papers hail the result as a great erent, vonsid- 
ering it a moral defeat for Bismarck. They 
highly praise the independence of the German 
Judges. The mass of the people appear to dis-

During 
the fight the Shata Fort fired three shots, the 
Handoub Fort six, and the Racer one shot.

He has also been employed at 83 and 
at 84 forasimilar purpose, and it has always 
been supposed that he was thoroughly faithful 
and trustworthy. 

The name of this man is John Webb, and he 
isa native of Maine. The motive for his plan 
ef robbing these houses is a very simple one. 
He knew that he was to lose his place with 
Mr. Peoker in the Spring, ana this knowledge 
so far embittered him that he was anxious te

tion of burglary, he decided to scek competent 
advice. On the evening of New Year’s Day 
the private ~watchman, Mr. Munrskittrick, 
Was greatly astounded vy being questioned 
closely by Webb on the subject of burglars in 
general, and was finally asked if he knew of any 
“crack” hand who could be induced to under- 
take a particular burglary. The watchman re- 
plied that enongh such mer could be found. 
On the following evening he was again ap- 
| yea by Webb, who admitted thats it was 

is ownemployer’s house which he wanted to 
rob. He wished the watchman’s assistance, 
knowing him to be familiar with the “ tricks of 
the trade.” 

Webb agreed to furnish a plan of the houses 
and have everything in readiness. To all this 
Murkittrick apparemtly agreed and arranged a 
time of mecting. The time appointed wus last 
Saturday evening at 9:30 o’clock. Meanwhile 
he arranged that Capt. Hurley of the Joy-street 
police station, together with the legal repre- 
sentative of Mr. Pecker, should be concealed 
in a position to overhear what was said. 
With the help of a well-known tewspaper 
man who has had @ good deal of experience in 
detective work the watchman arranged an in- 
genious scheme to entrap Webb. A bogus tele- 
gram from Néw- York was devised as a means of 
convincing Webb that his supposed confederate 
was acting in good faith. {t was dated Satur- 
day, Jan. 5, and ran as follows: 

I leave to-day. Will stop at Quincy House. Busi- 
ness must be brief, as I have a Philadelphia en- 
gagement for Tuesday. JACK. 

The sender of this dispateh, the watehman 
explained tothe would-be robber ef his em- 
pore was a noted “crook,” who could safely 

egintrusted with the management of so deli- 
cate an affair. “He is one of the 
cleverest safe openers in the coun- 
ty,” said the watchman. “He wil! be at 
roy office when you come to-night.” And so it 
turned out. The Watchman had arranged with 
the newspaper man, to whom reference has 
been made, to impersonate Jack. Accordingly 
the men were introduced, and the discussion of 
plans for the robbery begun, ail within hearing 
of Capt. Hurley and the lawyer, who had pre- 
viously been secreted in the office. At first 
Webb was auspicious. 

** How do I Enow that I can trust this man ?” 
he asked. “And how do I know,” he added, 
pointing to the very place where the unsuspect- 
ed hearers were concealed, “that you haven’t 
given me away to some one who is hidden 
here %” 

But Munkittrick’s off-naad assnranees, along 
with tne well-assumei bearing of the supposed 
cracksman, presently restored Webbd’s confi- 
dencé, and after a few questions he developed 
his scheme, drawing plans of the three houses, 
enumefating the “swag,” giving ‘*Jack’’ the 
particulars as to the location and make of the 
safes, the existence of double or single doors, 
and ef strong boxes inside, and answering with 
promptness every question put to him for the 
enlightenment of his new partner in the enter- 
prise. All the details were arranged for the 
break to-night. Capt. Hurley has all the facts, 
and when the break occurs he will be there. 





EMMA ABBOTT’S HUSBAND DEAD. 

DENVER, Col., Jan. 6.—E. J. Wetherell, the 
husband ef Emma Abbott, the prima donna, 
died at the Windsor Hote) in this olty at 10 
o’clock to-day of pneumonia, centracted while 
going to Kansas City from the Pacific coast. 
He left Los Angeles last Monday via the South- 


ern route, and was in his usual goed health. He 
had business in Denver in connection with the 
sale of some valuable real estate which he pur- 
chased here on a speculation a few months ago, 
and arrived Thursday. Mr. Wetherell went to 
the Windsor Hotel and at once called a physi- 
cian, stating that he had contracted a very 
severe cold on the road. He went to bed and 
grew worse, but afterward appeared te be 
a little better. He sat upin bed and read the 
newspapers and anuouneed that he would de- 
part to-morrow morning for Kansas City, where 
the Abbott company begins an engagement to- 
morrow night. One hour later he was seized 
with choking and died immediately.

THE SOLID SOUTH. 
‘EXPLANATORY OF THE TEMPTATION TO. 
JOIN THE EAST IN DESPOILING HIM 

THROUGH THE TARIFF. 

An open letter from ‘‘ The Solid South” to 
the “Western Farmer”: 

My DEAR RURAL FRIEND: As a friend and 
neighbor I write to remind you that, in your 
dance of glee over what you are pleased to term 
a@ great victory over the solid South, you are 
making somewhat of a spectacle of yourself, 
allof which you will keenly appreciate when 
the humor of the situation dawns upon you. 

Our Eastern brother owns your railways and 
holds mortgages on your farms to the value, it 
is said, of quite $3,000,000,000. Where did our 
brother get all of this money? Why, from you. 
You sold your surplus products to free-trade 
England and invested the preceeds in articies 
manufactured in the East at prices greatly en- 
hanced because of our tarift lawa, thus enabling 
our Eastern brother to accumulate so much 


money that he must invest his surplus in West- 
ern farm mortgages at high rates of 1nterest. 

A wise and patrietic President, having af 
heart the cause of the toiling millions, and 
believing that uuncessary taxation is unjust 
taxation, demanded thatthe money nut needed 
for the legitiinats expenses of the Government 
be leftin the pockets of the people who had 
earned it. ’ 

You, my dear neighper, are more deeply in- 
terested in this tnan I um, as [ will snortly show 
you. Ihave an abundauce and to spare of tim- 
ber and coal and iron ore and cotton and hemp, 
&e., and am making wonderful progress it 
manufacturing such commodities a8 you must 
buy, and the tar@f is pot such a burden on me 
as on you, but because [I am a sentimentalist in 
politics | was willing to aid you in obtaining 
relief. When I was young I read Miss Edge- 
wortn’s tales and Scott’s novels and other suck 
romautic, old-fashioned books, and formed old- 
fashioned notious about right und justice. 

And so when a Committee of Ways and Means 
was formed tu carry out the suggestions of the 
President; @ number of my sons formed a ma- 
jority of the Democratic representatives on that 
committee. The Chairman, Mr. Mulls of Texas, 
represented the largest wvool-growinug State iu 
the Union, and his people, because of the warm 
climate of that Staite, are not large consumers 
of woolen clothing or carpets, so it Was not to 
their interest to put wool on the free list, Dut 
Mr. Mills said 1t was rigpt aua just, and so wool 
was put upon the free list. Aud Mr. Mills’s 
people approved his action and returned him to 
Congress. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky represented 
a district that grows more hemp tan all the 
rest of the United States, and in bis district 
are large factories making twine, nearly all of 
which is sold to you to biud your grain. “16 
1s not to your interest,” said Mr. Breckinridge 
to his constituents, “butit is right aud honest, 
and so hemp and the fibres that come iu com- 
petition with Kentucky hemp were placed upon 
the free hist.””, And the Kentucky hemp growers 
threw their hats iu the air and returned bim tu 
Congress by 2 majority of nearly 6,000. Mr. Mc- 
Millin of Tennessee, Mr, Breckinridge of Ar- 
kansas, Mr. Wilson of West Virginia, Mr. Turner 
of Georgia, and Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky 
represented States having more than oueé-hali of 
their areas covered with forests of valuable 
timber, for which you sre the must profitabie 
customer. Their people export lumber, and also 
send immense quantities North, and 4s far 
West as the eastern base of the Rocky Mount- 
aips, and under no state of the vase could for- 
eign lumber come into the Soutbern States in 
competition with the native product. 

It was clearly not to the interest of their peo- 
ple to remove the duty on foreign lumber, dué 
these men said it wes right and just and lamber 
wus Diaced upon the free lisi, mainly for your 
benefit, and these men were returned to Con- 
gress by their approving constituencies. You 
know that since 1880 the progress of iron 
Manulacturing in the Seuth has been the marvel 
of the age. The South only began to make coke 
iron within the past few years, and the amount 
of coke iron madein the South last year was 
greater than the total of all kinds of iron made 
in the United States in any one year prior tv 
1860, and the advance will be mere marked ju 
the years to come. Now, you haye bo iron ores 
soutn of latitude 45% and tne coke is trom gu 
to 1,000 miles away, and. you must-lovk tu me 
in the future mainly for your supply of iron 
and steel. Yet my representatives in Conzress 
advecated a reduction of the duties vf tron and 
steel, clearly in your interests, because they be- 
lieved it was just and honest. 

And so the bill fora redaction of duties was 
perfected and passed by a Democratic House of 
Represeatatives, practically rejected by a Ke- 
publican Senate, and an appeal made to the 
people, 

it was thought that the laborers in the manu- 
facturing districts wouid be frightened by the 
persistent outcries of ‘Free trade mevaos 
pauper wages’ into voting en masse for the 
Kepublican candidate for President, but that 
you, seeing your true interest, would take ad: 
vantage of the chance of deliverance by avail 
ing yourself of the disinterested aid offered you 
by me, the solid South. 

But just the reverse happened. Tne laborer 
has begun to do his own thinking. He heard 
the arguments pro and con, ana there was au 
increased Democratic vote in the manufactur- 
ing districts of the East, while you, siwpte, 
gullible soul that you are, allowed our Eastern 
brother to do your thinking for you. He rent 
his spokesmen among you to warn you agains’ 
voting for a measure that was favured by menu 
who 23 years ago were “ rebel Brigadiers” aud, 
influenced rather by your prejudices than vy 
your reason, you riveted the sdackles of ** pro- 
tection” more firmly upon yourself. 

Now, neighbor, stop aud think a whilo—what 
hope of relief have yuu except trem me! And 
bow that you have spurned my prvtifered help, 
what hop» have you should 1 conciude to oa 
into the monopolist and trust Dusiuess mysell, 
and combine with our Hastern and Northern 
manufacturing brothers for the purpose of 
plundering you, answering your rejoicing of 
vietory over the solid South wita “ the villainy 
you teach me, J will execute una it shall go 
hard but { will better the instruction” ? 

Already wy white pine brotter is complaluing 
that my yellow poplar and pine lumber 18 luter- 
fering with his markets im the North and tar 
West. Why net combine with my brotter 
lumberman, keep out foreign pauper labor, aud 
advance the price on the pxtriotic domestic 
product? You farmers on 120 treeless plains 
where the bleak Winters require much buildivs 
must buy, and sn advance of but afew cenis 
per 1,000 feet will add many mullloss to my 
wealth. ; 

Atsome of my new furnaces Lam making pig 
iron at quite as low cost as the sq@fue quality of 
iron cau be made iu Great Britain, apd Ll am 
preparing to build muny more such furnsces. 
But why should I desire tu have the price of 
iron reduced below what will be @ reusunable 
prefit to my Pennsylvania brother simpy for 
your benetit, especially as I ean pocket a larger 
profit by combining with him to keep up the 
price of the patriotic domestie product? 

During the past few yexrs I have built large 
woolen mills, and as [ have cheap power, cheap 
laber, wvol, and hemp, lLsball engage cxtensive- 
ly in the manufacture of woolen goods und car- 
pets. Now, J use hard-wood floors and few e¢ar- 
pets, while you on account of climate must use 
many carpets. Owe Nortbern family will use 
abouts as much woolen goods as tive Souvtherg 
Tamilies, and in my mountain distriets whers 
the Winters are colder, nearly all of my people 
make their own blankets aud woolen clothing. 
So yeu seo Iseon will be wore interested in 
keeping up the prices on carpets und wovlens, 
aud another opportunity ef combining to pilun- 
der you is offered me. 

Since the election the lab’or organizations 
have been calling on the laboring men te stand 
together and demand that the pleadyes made by 
the Repablican Party during the cauvass, to 
give work ror all at high wages, be kept, and 
they demand that the surplus be not diminished 
by lessening taxation, but that the surplus be 
expended in coast defenses, river and harbor im- 
provewents, and the building of a nuvy, thus 

iving profitable employment to labor, Now, 

ereis a wost advantageous combination ol- 
fered me. You know whatalong coast live l 
have, extending from the head of Chesapeake 
Bay to Mexico. And, besides, all of the above 
patriotic pians call forademand for my voal, 
and iron, and lumber. 

The fact is, reignbor, as I write 1 find myself 
growiayg aimost aa fond of that word patriotism 
as 18 our protected brother. You know when 
our protected brother bossts of his piety and 
his patriotism he generally has designs on 
somebody’s pocket. And the violence with 
which he proelaims his patriotism from the 
housetops whenever tariff reform is under dis- 
cussion reminds one of grutf old Dr. Johnson's 
definition of that much-abused word. 

- Now, farmer, Il have indicated but a few of 
the many pessible combinations open tome by 
which I may profit at your cost. You see whas 
temptations beset my path, and cun you @xpect 
me te remain verdant and virtuous simply for 
your benefit, especially since the unneighborly 
treatment [ have received from you? 

You are a fine customer; no farmer buys as 
much machinery and clothingas you. Yearly 
you must send an inereasing proportion of 
your.surplus products to foreizu markets, where 
prices are regulated by free competition with the 
entire world. Even now, with but 2 per cent. of 
your arable land in wheat, you produce enough 
to furnish bread to 80,000,000 peeple. And 
with the improved tillage.and improvements in 
machine e percen of oultural prod-; 
uots to the total pop m must greatly in- 


crease. p 
Frem 1865 te 1885 the population of the 
ted States increased 69 per cent. waile for 
same od the grain crop io 167 
per cent. OW it Would seem but fair that, aa 
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you must needs sell your surplis abroad in 
competition with the low-paid farm labor of 
India aud Russia and Egypt, you should be 
granted the privilege of purchasing what you 

quire in open market; but our protected 

rother affirms that this is altogether un- 
open and as you have indorsed his views 

Y your late vete yeu must expect to continue 
fer some time yet to purchase only from your 
Well-proteeted brother, to his continued great 
gain. And if I should decide not to remain 
“solid” but join forces with eur protection- 
ist brother, there is no telling how long we ean 
compel youjto continue in the cat’s-paw business 
for eur es jal benefit. Heis pressing me to 
this union with all the ardor of a lover who 
knows the full value of such an alliance. Will I 
yield? That is the question in which you have 
& most Vital interest. 

You know that I produce all of the cotton, 
sugar, and rice, and over 70 per cent. of the 
tobaeco grown in this country, besides a large 
amount of wheat, corn, and other agricultural 
products, yet so great is my coast line, so nu- 
merous are my harbors, and so favorably am [ 
located with jrespect to the growing commerce 
of Centraj and South America, Mexico, and the 
West Indies, and so grent and varied are my 
timber resourees, eo abundant, so excellent, 
and se advantageously iocated are my ceals, 
iron ores, and other minerals, and so numerous 
and reliable are my water powers, that my 
destiny is te become great and powerful in com- 
merce ana manufacturing rather than in agri- 
oulvure. 

Discarding sentiment and looking at the ques- 
tion from a cool, caiculating business standa- 
point it would seem that I ought to yield to the 
solicitations of my protectionist wooer and 
unite with him in fastening that policy more 
tirmly on the country. Whether I willor will 
not yield I cannot now know. I donot now think 
that I will My political teaching inclines me 
to breader views. I verily believe that honesty 
is the best policy, and that right is the only ex- 
pedienocy; thatevery individual has an inherent 
right todo what he pleases with his own, so 
long as he does not interfere with the rights of 
his neighbors, and that when Government 
luterferes to prevent the exercise of this right 
py the individual then Government exeeeds its 
authority and becomes the oppressor of tne in- 
dividual 

But looking at the subject as a pure matter 
of business I must confess to you, my friend, 
thatof latelam so buoyant with hops as my 
magnificent possibilities are unfolded to me, [ 
have grown Bo lusty and have such an exalted 
opinion of my future growth that I want a big- 
ger orange to squeeze—I want the earth for 
my orange. Run to its capacity for sightimonths 
the machinery of this country can supply the 
dewande of our own people tor twelve months. 
Why should I not do as England 1s doing, and 
send the products of my loom and furnace and 
factory inte alllands? Engiand takes our coc 
ton over sea and with more expensive power, 
and labor costing more per yard of product 
than 1t costs here, clotaes her people, and ex- 

ported in 1880 textiles to the value of 

5534,500,000, against $10,216,000 worth ex- 
ported from this country, where the cotton 
is grown; sending to our neighbor, South Amer- 
ica, $13 worth of cotton goods for every doliar’s 
vorth sent from the United States. An yot 
Mr. Edward Atkinson, than whom there is no 
higher authority, tells us that the same quality 
of cotton goods is produced here at a less cost 
than in England. Great Britain 18 gradually 
teaching the peoples ef Asia, Africa, and South 
America to use machine-made cotton fabrics in- 
stead ef the hand-made favric now forming the 
larger part of their clething. 

Great as has been her success in pushing her 
trade im that direction there yet remalus Over 
500,000,000 people in those continents not 
reached by the English manufacturer, What 
wayniticent possibilities are here open to me! 
My cotton crup increased from 2,059,000 bales 
in 1866 to 6,550,000 in 18386, und that was 
grown on less than 2 per cent. of my availa- 
bie land. Four per cent. ef the area of Texas 
ca produce ail of the evtton vow used by all of 
the cotton mills in the worid. With my cheap 
power and the cheg&pest cotton why should I 
not compete with Great Britain tor the world’s 
market? 

These people cannot pay mein money for my 
cottun fabrics, but they Gun pay in wool and 
rawhides, in jute, manila, and sisal, in copper 
ore, aud the wany crude articles which my rep- 
resentatives in Congress tried to have admitted 
free of duty—articles on which we ceuld makea 
profit in the carrying and exchange and a great- 
er profit by converting them into the finished 
products to the advantage of our skilled iavor- 
ers. And for this you denounced my represent- 
atives as “‘rebel Brigadiers,” “allies of free- 
trade England.” Which policy is the truly patri- 
otic, the truly “ American,” 1 leave with you to 
pender, 

As with cotton, 80 also with iron, I have great 
advantages. In 1880 Engiand exported metals 
to the value of $237,500,000 and the United 
States to the value of $14,116,000. Great 
Britain and Germany have practically no ores 
Bulted to the manufacture of Bessemer steel, 
getting their supply mainly from Spain aod 
Africa. Yet these countries furnish the steel 
raiis for the railways in South America. 

Now, as I have told you, in some of wy recent- 
ly-built furnaces [am making pig iron a8 Cheap 
as the same quality of iron can be madein 
Great Britain, and [ am going to build many 
more such furnaces. And 1 am now getting 
ready to surprise yeu quite as much with my 
cheap Bessemer steel as I have surprised you 
with my cheapiren. I have Bessewer sicel ores 
in greatest abundance within less than 100 
wiles of coals from which coke can be wade at 
less cost than a similar coke costs in Great 
Britain. Insomeof wy iron districts labor at 
the furnace is quite as low per ton o! iron pro- 
duced as is labor 1n Great Britain. Now, why 
should [ not compete with England: for the 
mnurkets of the world imiron and etcel? I have 
more surprises in store for you, but my letter is 
already so long that I cannot now indicate them 
to you. 

in conclusion let me give you a parting 
thought on which to pounder during the long 
Winter nights. You haye been somewhat 
favored by the General Govertent. Your 
fertile lands were given to you or suvld to you at 
the low price of $1 25 peracre, Lands were 
given by the Government to build your rail- 
Wars und support your schools aud eolleges. 
Of the $80,000,000 distributed annually in pen- 
sions you receive the larger part. You furnish 
the bulk of the products for internal commerce 
and foreign export. And yet notwithstanding 
all this yeu are in debt—deeply—I fear aimost 
hopelessly in debt. Ponder over this ani see 
What cause you have fer rejoicing over the re- 
cent political victory gained by your vote. [

RAPID INVASION OF THE SEA AT MAR- 
THA’S VINEYARD. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 6.—The sea is mak- 
ing heavy inroads at Cottage City, and a con- 
siderable portion ef this pretty Summer resort 
on the Vineyard is washed away every Winter. 
Bome time ago the residents appointed a com- 
mittee to maintain and protect Sea View-ave- 
nue from the ravages of the ocean. This 6om- 
mittee has imdorsed the plan recommended by 
Prof. Henry L. Whiting to obiain large trees 
and place them on the beach, commeneing at 
high-water mark and going seaward 20 feet or 
s0, forming a network of brush from two to 
three feet thick, extending from 50 to 100 feet 
in length, and held in place by piles from 10 to 
20 feet apart, ahd ballastead well with heavy 
stone, 

These jetties Prof. Whiting recommended 
shoula be placed in the most exposed places, 
and the sand being retained in the brush a bar- 
rier would be formed and the beach would be 
gradually widened. The plauk walk and pa- 
vilion are gone, aud in places the sea has al- 
ready washed into Sea View-avenue. The Sea 
View Hotel and Wharf Company has civen the 
committee permission. to enter upon the work 
of protecting the avenue. The committes 
asked an appropriation or $1,000 from the town 
to carry out this plan, but a town meeting has 
refused to appropriate the meney. Prof. Whit- 
ing says if rothing is done the town will not 
only lose Sea View-avenue, but after a few 
more storms the entire row of cottages from 
the clubhouse to Cluster Village will be washed 
away. 


REIOH HEARS THE NEWS. 

Adelph Reich, who would have been 
hanged at the Tombs for the murder of his 
wife Wednesday. had not Gov. Hill commuted 
his sentence te imprisonment for life, was in a 
happier mood yesterday than he has been in 
many days.

Reich was sleeping at the time, and when 
awakened by the Deputies and told of his es- 
cape he expressed his joy quietly and then went 
to sleep aguin, and slept soundly until late in 
the morning. 

He was visited yeaterday by Coroner Levy 
who worked hard to save him; Rabbi Weiss an 
Rabbi Browne, and his sen, David Reich. The 
all congratulated him on hisescape. The effi- 
cial papers from Gov, Hill are expected to 
reach the Tombs this morning. If they do the 
death watch will be at once removed and Reich 
will be taken to Sing Siag Tuesday morning.

THAT BIG RAILROAD SOHEME

THE SOUTHWESTERN ROAD& DETER- . 
MINE TO ADOPT THE ‘‘ CLEARING- 
HOUSE” PLAN FOR PROTECTION. 


The Southwestern railroads have con- 
cluded to enter into a trust for the maintenance 
of rates and pooling of business. A secret 
theeting for the purpose of agreeing upon some 
definite plan was held in Wall-street Saturday, 
and it was decided to adopt the general plan as 
outlined by H. G. Wood some time ago, Repre- 
seutatives of the Southern Pacific, Missouri Pa- 
cific, und Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Roads 
were all present at Saturday’s meeting, and 
each expressed a desire to give the clearing- 
house scheme atrial. These roads will forma 
trust among themselves, andif the others at- 
tempt to secure business by unfair means they 
will be forced to join the pool and to share in its 
expenses. A geptleman who is high in author- 
ity of a Western line said yesterday: 

** These three roads hold the balanee of power 
by controlling the only outlet into San Fruneis- 
co; thoy can, between thom, dictate their ewn 
terms, and all the Southwestern group will be 
coin pelied to do as asked. ‘The Southern Pacitic, 
particularly, has always been a dictator, and 
now that Mr. Huntington is anxious to see the 
clearing house formed, all the Southwestern 
lines bave got to come into the pool. With the 
Northwestern lines it is somewhat different, but 
it was said at yesterday’a meeting that in- 
fiuences were at work which would soon remove 
the objections these roads have heretofore held 
against the adoption of the pian. Itis proposed, 
hewerer, to make a trial first among the South- 
western lines. Later, these are expected to 
form only one division of the pool, while the 
Northwestern lines will form another, and still 
other divisions will include the lines now.repre- 
sented in the Trunk Line and Central Trafiio 
Associations.” 

It was charged yesterday that the letter 
written by Mr. Gould saying that the agent 
who made the recent cut in Missouri Pacific 
rates should be immediately discharged was 
only intended as a bold bilulf, that it is well 
known who the agent is, and that there is no 
intention of discharging him. It is further al- 
leged that the cut referred to was only made as 
a iever to halp push the ees op yf propo- 
sition toaneariy adoption. It had its effect. 
Wall-street bankers, among whom are Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. and Seligman & Co., have urged 
the necessity of the trust, and this has had 
more todo with the hasty decision than any- 
thing else. 

Directors of numerous roads have written 


‘these firms on many occasions lately that if 


some decided steps were not taken to prevent 
rate cutting, they would withdraw their finan- 
cial support, and this is the reault. Another 
meeting is tobe held within two weeks, when 
preliminary steps will be taken for the forma- 
tion ef the clearing house among the South- 
western roads. The Burlington, Union Paeitic, 
Denver, and Rio Grande, and several others 
will be invited to join issues, If they do not 
necept, the warcry 1s, ‘‘ Peaceably if we can, 
forcibiy if we must.” At any rate, it is agreed 
that they shallcomein. . 

A rumor has been spread that the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission intends recommending 
that Congress legislate in favor of the main- 
tenance of railroad pools, but under super- 
vision of the commission. But with or without 
this authority from Congress those in favor of 
the plan insist that it is not a pool, nor a 
**vigantic trust,” as alleged, yet all the features 
are identical with trusts and pools. 

G. Wvod, the originator of the scheme, 
says: * Tne clearing-house plan does not neces- 
sarily constitute a trust, neither does it take 
the shape of pooling, whieh is forbidden in the 
provisions of the Inter-State act. Its maia 
features are to provide for the maintenance of 
uniform and remunerative rates between com- 
petitive points, and this can only be accom- 
plisned 1n a combination which will take out of 
the hanus of the railroad interests the power to 
make such rates. The difficulty is not so much 
in dealing with direct rate cutting as it is with 
that done indirectly in the payment of revates, 
commissions, &o, But rate cutting under any 
circumstances would be impossible, if the set- 
tlements on competitive business were placed 
in the bands of a clearing house, and the sug- 
gestion as to. capitalizatien to a limited extent 
is merely for the means of insurivg safety to 
the railroads wnose vusiness would thus be 
placed in its hands for settlement.”

RUMORED CHANGES ON THE ERIE. 

E._mira, Jan. 6.—Erie Railway officials in 
this city and vicinity are interested in stories 
fiying around to-night that there will be several 
important changes in the road made before 
Feb. 1. ‘Lhe story is that Superintendent Coffin 
is to retire from the Erie Railway entirely; that 
Superintendent Knibloe of the Tioga Division 
will probably succeed him, although Mr. Bruno 
of the New-Yerk, Peffnsylvania and Ohio Road 


and Superintendent Parsons of the Western 
Division of the Erie are also mentioned in con- 
nection with the position. The Jefferson Branch 
and Tioga Division, 1t is said, will be placed 
under the management of the Susquehanna Di- 
vision Superintendent. Master Mechanic Lavery 
is, itis atated, to be made Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Motive bower, and Henry A. Gillis, 
who, a few months ago, was appeinted foreman 
of the shops in this city,is to take Lavery’s 

lace, xad a foreman for the Elmira shops is 
ooked for from Meadville, Penn. 

This move is said to be in the Interest of 
economy. The shops in this city are to be put 
in tirst-class repair, additions will be built, and 
it is also stated that the removals from here to 
Susquehanna recently were only to’ be tem- 
porary, and that next Spring the Elmira shops 
will be duipg more work than ever before.

A POSSIBLE NEW ROAD. 
MILTON, Wis., Jan. 6.—It is possible that a 
railroad will be built through this county whieh 
will lessen the distance to Chicago a number of 
miles. If built by the Northwestern it will run 
from Geneva City through Delavan and 
Johnstown, to Janesville. If by the 


St. Paul -it will probably extend from 
Libertyville throug Geneva, Delavan, 
and Johnstown and connect with the 
main line at this place. This would give the St. 
Paul an air line to Chicago, nearly 25 miles 
shorter than at present, and would make the 
distance from here and points west on the 
Prairie du Chien division nearly 50 miles leas 
than by Milwaukee. 

Johnstown has raised $30,000 to induce soma 
company te build through that place and Dela- 
van will probably put up $10,000 more. A eom- 
mittee from Johnstown will go to Chicago Mon- 
day to lay their plans before the Northwestern 
Company, which, it is thought, will build the 
road unless the St. Paul signifies its intention 
of doing so and accepts the bonus first.

JAY GOULD TO CUT SALARIES, 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 6.—Something of a sensation 
will be created to-morrew along the 8,000 miles 
of road controlled by the Missouri Pacific, when 
all salaried employes are informed that Gen- 
eral Manager Clark and Jay Gould have issued 
orders to cut salaries 10 percent. This action 
is supposed to be the resultof the conference 
held in New-Yerk last month between Manager 
Ciark and Mr. Gould. The cut includes the 
salaries of heads of departments and every man 
drawing $100 a month or over. It does not ap- 
ply to the engineers, cenductors, shepmen, or 
firemen. The order will be issued in the morn- 
ing in asmall circular to all heads of depart- 
wents, and will be as disagreeable a surprise to 
them as to their subordinates. The cut goes 
into effect at ouce, and the road hepes to save 
@ good round sum at ite empleyes’ expense.

TO RESTORE COLORADO RATES. 
Kansas Oiry, Jan. 6.—John Sebastian, Gene- 

ral Ticket and Passenger Agent of the Chisago, 
Kansas, and Nebraska, notified that road’s local 
offieers yesterday to restore rates to Colorado 
and intermediate points within 10 days. This 
was done in accordance with the provisions ef 
the inter-State law, which require a 10 days’ 
notice to be given previous to an advance in 
rates. 

While the Union Pacifico pubiicly announced 

the low rates, no tickets were sold to these 

points at reduced rates. Now the offictals 
assert that the inter-State law.was not violated 
in returning to the tariff without the regular 
notice. The Burlington atill centinues to quote 

a $15 rate to Denver, and as yet no notification 

has been received of an intended advance. The 

other roads are making no reduction,

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ANOTHER STORY ABOUT THAT GIGAN- 


TIC SUGAR FRAUD. 

8T. Lovis, Jan. 6.—A curious story of the 
workings of the Electriv Bugar Refining Com- 
pany is told here to-day by C. O. Babbitt, the 
engineer who put in the machiuery for the 
Electric Company in the Hamilten-street fac- 
tory. He is new employed by the St. Louis 
Sugar Refining Company and is vouched for by 
the Hon. W. L. Scott, John Birbeck of New- 
Yerk, and ascore ef others. He says: 

“ Two years ago last December I was emplored 
by the Electric Sugar Refining Company, and 
one year later I was discharged. [ de not know, 
and have never learned why, but I suspect it 
was because I told Mr. Cotterill, the President, 
and Mr. Sniffen, the Superintendent, that the 
scheme was a fraud, and that they knew it. I 
was employed to put in some of the machinery 
and I had set and connected up the boilers and 
putin the steam apparatus all through the 
building. I had been werking there just three 
months when one day Mr. Sniffen came to me 
and told me to go up to the ‘ Professur’s room,’ 
that was the big, dark. secret room, where Prof. 
Freund said he had electrical machinery, to put 
in pipes te heat the room. [ went up there, but 
@ Watchinav met me at the door and told mel 
could not go in. 

“The next afternoon Sniffen came to me and 
said: ‘ Babbitt, 1 am very sorry, butI will have 
to lay you off.’ I asked him why, and he re- 
plied: *The Professor,has found out that you 
tried to force your way into his room, and he 
isn’t willing te have you here any mere.’ 

“Now, I will tell you what [ observed when I 
was with the company and how Sniffen treated 
me and some of my friends with regard to the 
Shares. Sniffen advised me by all means to get 
hold of some of the stock, He said that asa 


personal favor to me he would get one 
or two shares at a low price, but he 
aqid not want me to say anything to 


Cotterill or any one in the office avout having 
them or what I paid for them. He said the 
shares were worth $400 1n London and would 
be worth more, and that [ ought to get them if [ 
had to steal the money. A friend of mine and I 
bought seme of the shares from him, and 
another frierd of mine named Bates got some, 
too, under the same conditions. The next time 
I saw a London guotation of the skares they 
were selling at $300, instead of $400, Ours cost 
us a great deal more than $300, and some time 
after we bought them Cotterill told Bates, not 
knowing where Bates had bought. his shares, 
that he had paid too much for them, und that at 


the time he bought them he could have got them . 


at the office for $250. 
‘*Sniffen had told us thatina year he would 


- buy the shares back from us at what we paid 


for them if we didn’t want to keep them, and 
when we went to himte got him totake them 
he declined, saying he would do so if he had the 
money, but he didn’t have it. 

‘*Sniften, Cotterill, and Secretary Robertson 
told us many stories about Freund’s invention. 
They told one about how they had seen raw su- 
gar taken to Freund’s ‘house after they had 
searched the house and found that there was 


no refined sugar in it. Detectives were 
placed in the front aud rear to 
see that none was taken into one 


of the roome and in a little while they were ad- 
mitted. There was ahband machine in there, 
but it was covered over. Prof. Freund was in 
his undershirt with his suspenders wrapped 
around his waist to hold his trousers up, and 
Mrs. Freund had nothing on but a red tiannel 
shirt, yet both were in a profuse perspiration, 
The raw sugar had been .reflued by this hand 
machine and it was most perfect. 

“Prof. Freund bad his alleged electrical ma- 
chinery shipped to the factory in great boxes 


1 made of eight-inch oak plank, held together 


with three-quarter-inch iron bolts. Some of 
those boxes weigbed two or three tons, and it 
took a four-horse team to pull them, empty, 
Some of these boxes had pulleys and ropes in 
them, and when stockholders visited the factory, 
and a ‘demonstration’ was made, the men were 
put to work hauling the pulleys and ropes out 
of these great chests. As soon as the stockhold- 


ers Were gone they were put back aad nailed 


up, and that was the end of them. 

“After my discharge I went tothe office on 
Wall-street at noon, and Mr. Cotrerill, the Pres- 
ident of the company, gave me $100. I don’t 
know whatit was for. 1 was told not to say 
anything, but to report at tne offiee every day 
andmy salary would goon. I did report and 
for seven months the only thing I did was to 
report, In December, 1887, I went to Williams- 
ey Penn., for the company aud bought one 

00 horse-power and two 50 horse-power en- 
gines, which I took to Brooklyo and set up. I[ 
also purchased and put in the electric light 
plant. As soen as they were set, I tested them, 
and the day after the test I was discharged. I 
asked why, but never received an answer.” 


Detectives Ruland and Creed of Inspector 
Byrnes’s staft were at the Jefferson Market 
Pelice Court yesterday, and endeavored to make 
their errand a secret one, but their whispered 
request to Justice Duffy for a warrant for Mr. 
H. ©. Freund and the stepfather, H, E, Heward, 
fer fraud in connection with the Electric Sugar 
Refinipg Company was overheard, A clerk was 
directed to draw up the warrants in the Justice’s 
private room, and the officers went away with 
them. They would not speak of the case, and 
Inspector Byrpes was mute when questioned 
about it. The Justice and the court ottieials de- 
clined to permit the affidavit on which the war- 
rants were granted to be read or to give ita sub- 
stance.

COULMAN SPINS A YARN. 
THE ALERT REACHES THIS HARBOR— 
LEGITIME’S GENERAL DEFEATED 
AND HIDING FROM HAYTIANS. 
Boston, Jan. 6.—The Western Steam Naviga- 


tion Company’s steamer William Coulman, Capt, | on bé

from Hayti Saturday afternoon, with a cargo of | 
logwood consigned to the Boston Dyewood Com- | 


pany, at East Bostun. An interview was se- 
cured by TH TIMES'S correspondent to-day with 
Capt. Scott, who was passing the day on board 
the steamer, busily engaged entering an ac- 
count of his somewhat eventful trip in his ship’s 
log book. When requested to recount the hap- 
penings of interest experienced while at the 
Haytian ports he repliea: 

“Well, [see by one of your papers that I have 
been posing as a blockade runner, and am re- 
ported as having adopted strategic mancwuvres 
in eluding the Haytian war vessels. That is far 
from true. We left New-York Dec. 6 with a 
general cargo for Port de Paix. Having 
heard that ali the ports in the southern part of 
the island had been blockaded, [I proceeded 
cautiously up the bay and arrived at our dock 
without being hampered by any of Légitime’s 
gunboats. Soon after our arrival the resident 
physician came aboard, from whom we learned 


that Dec. 4 the gunboat Toussaint l’Ouverture 
came up outside the reef and began an active 
bombardment of the village about Cape Hay- 
tica. The fusillade was continued several hours, 
but was discoptinued for 36 hours to allow the 
foreign population to leave, ‘The gunboat re- 
turned Des. 6 and truined her guns upon the 
Village, though with but little effect. By actual 
coupt 101 shots were fired, and 80 far as 1s Kuown 
but one rezched the land, and that one simply 
shattered the piling of one of the wharves. 

“T arrived oif Cape Haytien early in the morn- 
ingot Dee, 14, aud when within two miles of 
the cape we saW a man-oi-war which was at 
the time going very slow. We stoou off for an 
hour or so and then proceeded up the barbor, 
the man-of-war being to the west. Upon arrival 
we received orders from our agents at Port 
Haytien ‘to proceed to Port au Prince. We 
came outot Cape Haytien just at dark and pro- 
ceeded outside Tortuga Island. While passing 
the east coastof the islund a steamer hove in 
sight and came apparently ufter us. We 
clapped on a tull head of steam and soon 
left her far astern and did not see her again. 
Ours was the first steamer to arrive at Port au 
Prince for more than two mouths, and as we 
came up the aarbor the inhabitants flocked to 
the water’s edge and welcemed us, We found 
the people ina sad condition, They wero 
almost starving, the working people suffering 
extremely in this respect. 

“On the morning of Dec. 17 the gunboat 
Belize, formerly an English mail steamer, but at 
present in the Haytinn War service, passed by 
the port and was apparently endeavoring 
to overhaul & passing German steamer. 
After several shots bad been firea 
across her bows the German steamer 
stopped and was held fully three hours before 
being released. Why the «xunboat should have 
interfered in this arbitrary way with a foreixn 
steamer tlying the national colors and behaving 
properly it 1s hara for me to say. As thisis the 
second indignity whieh German steamers have 
been subjected to, it would not be at all surpris- 
ing if asmali part of Germapy’s navy should 
drop around there some tine day and clean out 
Hayti’s navy, which consists ef but one capable 
war vessel, though several inferior steam pack- 
6ts are being utilized in the serviee.”’ 

In referring to the lack of courage of the na- 
tive soldiers, Capt. Scott mentioned uw case 
where the war ship Belize attempted to capture 
asmall trading schooner which was passing 
see a puff of smoke [followed by the boom of a 
cannon, and by waiching closely with our field 
glasses we Gould see the shot strike in the 
water, in each case very wide of its mark. 
In fact the schooner’s position as a 
target seemed to insure her safety, as 
the Haytiaus are very poor gunners. The 
schooner was finally beached and a boat filled 
with mariues put off and attempted to stop the 
schoouner’s crew from landing. Their boat was 
stopped far beyond the range of their rities anid 
trom this position they opened fire, while the 
erew of the schooner went ashore at their lei- 
Bure, paying but little heed to the bullets that 
were dropping far sbort of their mark. Had 
the marines made a direct attack the schooner’s 
crew could easily fave been captured. 

**On the morniug of Dec. 26 the Haytian war 
ship Dessalines Game to anebor off the port 
aud blew her whistle several times. We were 
made fast to the wharf at the time, and though 
Idid not attach any significaneé to the war 
ship’s salute I ordered the mate to give them a 
Diast or two from our ‘siren’ whistle, Not 
having heard anything of the kind before 
the native sailors were frightened almost to 
death and scampered hither and thither about 
their decks. Simply as a matter of caution | 
rau up the American tlag to my foremast head 
Ond the Union Jack to the peak of my main, 
which served aS & Warning to them that an in- 
eult to us would bring war ships into their 
waters. ‘hey finally leit the harbor and pro- 
ceeded east. We left there that night and 
sailed for Buston.” 

“What is being done there in the fighting 
line?” was asked. 

‘“‘I can say but little concerning that,” said 
Capt. Scott. “Communication between north- 
ern and svuthern parts of the island is cut off, 
and as the internal mail serviee is conducted 
entirely with pack mules, nothing is heard from 
the interior except at very infrequent and ir- 
regular intervals. The only mail which arrives 
at Port de Paix comes frem Cape Hayti, a dis- 
tance of but 50 wiles, though three full days 
are spent in covering that distunce. While we 
were lying at the whurf at Cape Hayti on 
Christmas Day adetachment of Southern sol- 
diers came down, add was taken away on a 
transport. 

«They were an odd-looking set. One wore a 
bright-colored coat which was lacking sleeves, 
another a pair ef trowsers that looked as 
thougu a gale of wind had stfuck them, and 
still others were entirely nude except that a 
short pair of trunks encircled their loins.’

“TI was then told that they understoed noth- 
ing whatever of seientific warfare, but thatin a 
hand-to-hand conflict they weuld fight like 
demons. The people at Cape Haytien have 
fallen inte the belief that President Légitime 
bas been ordained by God to rule the people of 
the island and that he has been selected 
on account his peculiar fitness for the 
position. [ am informed by an English 
resided at Port de Paix that Légitime was fast 
gxetting into disrepute by tyrannously oppress- 
ing mauy of the best peuple and putting many 
of them into jail, He is iiable to be dethroned 
atany time as the well-organized army of the 
north is stationed just outside Port au Prince, 
the capital, and is ready at any moment to as- 
sault the town, 

“In such an event I think Gen. Hippolyte and 
his men will be victorieus. Gen. Hippolyte has 
announced his willingness to withdraw his 
ary and close hostilities at once if Légitime 
will do the same, and in that event he will abide 
by the popular choice of the peuple made at a 
regular election,” 

**Of what does the southern navy consist?” 
‘was asked, 

“Well, they have three vessels. The Tous- 
saent Liouverture is, in fact, the only boat 
worthy of the name of man-ef-war. She is brig- 
rigged, and with an American crew to man her 
would be very eifective. Nextin point of abil- 
ity is the gunboat Belize, which is schooner- 
rigged, about 400 tons register, and carries four 
parrot guns, But little can be eaid of the Des- 
salines, She isa lumbering old hulk and can’t 
carry steam enough to keep out of her own 
way.” 

PORT AU PRINCE, Dec. 23, 1888.—Since the reo- 
lease of the Haytiam Republic three days ago 
to the United sStutes steamers Galena and Yan- 
tic an officer and a buat’s crew have been con- 
stantly kept aboard of the Haytian Republic, 
aud that vessel has been kept under the shot- 
ted guns of the two wmen-of-war. She will be 
accepted to-morrow, as it is expected that'her 
condition will be then the same as when she 
was captured, all parts of her machinery which 
were removed having been given up. 

Tho Haytian gunboat Grand Riviére left late 
last night, flying the French flag, for Mole St. 
Nicolas, bow in possession of Hippelyte, te 
cable to Martinique forthe French fleet to pro- 
tect Port au Prince. It is understood that 
Légitime’s General commanding his main army 
was soverely defeated at Hinche, 10 miles from 
the Deminican frontier, and arrived last night 
with areport of his repulse. He is now at the 
Frenoh Legation under the protection of the 
French flag, as itis feared the populace will 
murder him when enraged at the news ef his 
defeat. It is belleved that when he sought 
shelter and told of his being repulsed the French 
Minister immediately sent for the French fleets. 

A jubilee mass was celebrated this morning in 
8t. Joseph’s Cathedral in jubilation ever the 
election of Légitime to the Presidency. 

Légitime, in company with his Ministers, re- 
tured yesterday the official visit of Admiral 
Luce made on the 213¢t inst. 

Yellow fever is prevalent here and several 
cases exist on the shipsin the harbor and with- 
in the eity limits. Every precaution possible is 
being taken and the health of the crews of the 
Galena and Yantlo is excellent. The Haytian 
Republic is being thoroughly fumigated, as no 
atteution has been paid to her eondition since 
the fatal case of yelluw fever oceurred aboard 
of her some two months ago. The Yantic leavea 
te-day at noon for Santiago de Cuba to forward 
dispatches to the United States Government 
and to coal. When the crew for the Maytian 
Republie arrives she will be taken to Kingston, 
Jamaica, where she will coal and take 1n a bal- 
last cargo for New-York or Boston.

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NEW JERSEY DHMOCRATS. 
Bice pab aed 
ANXIOUS TO SECURK AND RETAIN THE 
FRUITS OF THEIR VICTORY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 6.—There is a singular 
lack of interest manifested in the coming ses- 
sion of the Legislature, which meets here Tues- 
day. The leading politicians, of course, have 
their eyes widely opened to watch the proba- 
ble outcome of the assembling and the possi- 
ble doings of that body, both in respect to the 
election of United States Senator and the gen- 
eral course of legislation. 

The scores of candidates for the oftices within 
the gift of the Legislature are naturally anxious 
regarding the organization, but the only gen- 


eral interest on that score centres on the choice 
of Speaker of the Assembly, as to which there is 
& quiet but none the leas bitter fight going en 
between the friends ef Benator MePhersen and 
the friends of ex-Gey. and would-be Ssnator 
Leon Abbett, The latter has put forward ss 
his personal representative in this prelim- 
inary «kirmish Assemblyman Heppen- 
heimer of tle Bayonne district of Hudson 
County, while Mr. McPherson’s choice is 
Assemblymen Robert Hudspoth, also of Hudson 
County. Theformer is generally conceded to 
be the abler and better man of the two, but that 
fact is not likely to get him votes in taee of the 
fuct that he isan Abbett man. ‘Then there is a 
third candidate, who is suggested by Assembly- 
nan Frank McoDermit of Essex, as the best man 
possible on whem the contending factions ought 
to unite for Speaker. His candidate is Frank 
McDermit. If Assemblyman McDermit does 
not get his man in the Speaker's chair or 18 not 
appeased in some way he will make the Speaker 
very weary before the end of the seasion. 

There huve been rumors that possibly the 
Democratic caucus, which meets Tuesday morn- 
ing, Will not select the Speaker after all, but that 
he may be chosen by some some such coup 
d'état as defeated Mr. Hudspeth two years ayo. 
lt is alao rumored that at least one Democrat 
with ambitions wouJad not be averse to being 
seated in the Speaker’s chair, even by the aid of 
Republican vutes. And it is suspected that 
neither Mr. McPherson nor Mr. Abbett would 
reject such aid to carry out their personal 
schemes in the organiz.tion of the Assembly. 

A8 to the organization of the Senate it seems 
to be conceded thut Senator Werts ef Morria is 
entitled to the Presidency of that dody by rea- 
sou of ability and general fitness, and because 
it is presumably his iast year in the Senate, as 
Morris is accustomed to elect Republicans to 
that body, and is likely to do so again next Fall, 
At last accounts he had seven votes promised 
out of eleven, and, barring the usual uncertainty 
of white men, he will be elected to the Presi- 
dency. 

The session bids fair to be a very interesting 
One. As itis the first time since 1878 since the 
Democrats have had control of both branches of 
the Legislature, there is much curiosity to see 
whatthey will do with it, and long-headed 
Democrats are uneasy lest the advantage now 
held shall be fritterea away, as 1t wasin the ses- 
s10n of 1878, when they made so bad a record 
that the next Fali the people drove the party 
from power so overwhelmingly that it has taken 
10 years to get back again. 

There is a very natural wish on the partof 
Democrats gonerally that the inexcusably par- 
tisan legislation of the Republicans in the last 
twoorthree years shall be repealed, and the 
politicians are even more anxious to have the 
State redistricted, 80 as to again secure a better 
chance of electing members hereafter. That 
was tried in 1878, when the shrewdest leaders 
in every county got their heads together and 
eoncocted a gerrymander so notoriously unfair 
that at the first election thereafter the peeple 
resented itin the most unmistakable manner 
and elected a Legislature overwhelmingly Re- 
publican in both branches. For example, Hud- 
son County was 80 cut up as to give the Demo- 
crats six members out of eight, which was 
really not uureasonable, but the mext Fall the 
Republicans elected six out of eigit. Essex 
Was arranged to insure at least tive Demoeratic 
members out of nine, but the next Fall the Re- 
publicans chose all but one in that county. It 
was the same in other counties. 

This experience makes the wiser leaders 
deprecate any rash attempts in this line at this 
session. The fact is obvious that the Democratic 
strength in New-Jersey is concentrated mainly 
in a few counties, and it 1s difficult, if net im- 
possible, to spread it ajl over the State. Only 
6 outof the 21 counties in the State are surely 
Democratic, aud in all of those but Hudson the 
Democratio majorities have been steadily 
falling away of late years, while the Re- 
publicans have at times elected Senators in 
every one of these counties but Bergen, 
Hudson, and sussex. Tho “ people ot 
Now-Jersey, conservative though they are sup- 
posed to be, have a way of breaking loose from 
party ties that is quite refreshing to the ad- 
mirer of independence in politics, but that 
renders the party leader uneasy lest his party, 
when in power, will forfeit its claims on the 
popular support. In view of these facts it may 
be assumed that wise heads will lay heavy 
hands uron the Democratic majority in the 
Legislature to restrain them from blundering 
away the party’s chances of future success,

POLITICS BADLY MIXED 


PROBLEMS FOR THE WEST 
VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE. 
CONTESTS AND COMPLICATIONS TO 

STRAIGHTEN OUT WHICH MAY RE- 
QUIRE A GOOD MANY DEALS. 

CHARLESTON, West Va., Jan. 6.—On Thursday 

of this week the Legislature will convene in 





session in the history of the State. Aside from 





the organization of the two houses, the accom- : 


plishment of which will be of exceptional in- 
terest, because of the neafly equal division of 


the membership between the two great parties, | 


there will be the sharpest kind of a struggle 
over the selection of a United States Senator, 


and also for the settlement ot the contest for | 


Governor between Judge Flemiug and Gen. 
Goff, to attract and hold public attention. 


Outside and beyond all this the Republicans ; 


are threatening, in retaliation for the contest 
brought by Judge Fleming, to institute like 
proceedings in the cases of all the other State 
officers, and dispute the rightful claim of every 
one of the Democratic officers-elect, including 
the members of the Supreme Court. At pres- 
ent, however, this last Gesperato threat of a de- 
feated political organization to thwart the pop- 
ular will and further muddle and confuse the 
public affairs of the State is uot taken serivusly 
by well-informed people, but still there is little 
doubt that the programme will be carried out 
to the letter should it bs found to hold forth 
any promise whatever of success for its insti- 
gators er of serious einbarrassment or c onfusion 
for the Democrats. 

The Republicans are viewing the very appar- 
ent result of the approaching Gubernatorial 
coutest with fear and trembiing, and are mov- 
ing heavev and earth to prevent their meagre 
and fraudulent majority tor Goff. as shown on 
the face of the returns, from being dissipated 
by the searching investigation which wiil be 
made on behalf of the ciaims of Judge Fleming 
and the Democratic State Executive Commit- 
tee. The auxiety of the Republicans is fully 
sLo@nu by thelr actions since the filing of the 
formal notice of a contest, and a glance at the 
searching and comprehensive methods at once 
set on foot by the Domoorats to substantiate 
the charges made agaiust their opponents fills 
them with dread. Republicans at once freely 
employed the best iegal talont to be found in 
the State, spent thousands of dollara in trump- 
ing up “evidence,” and started a battalion of de- 
tectives scouring through the State in their in- 
terests. It isan open secret that the net result 
has not been of a very satisfactory nature, but 
they have no other alternative thau to face the 
music, with the hope that unlimited ‘*chesk” 


‘and a continued resort to the free use of money 


wilt pull them threugh. 

Two conferences between Chairman Cowden 
of the Republican State Committee aud Senator 
Quay have resulted in asupply of money tu 
meet these extraordinary post-election de- 
mans, and a further assurance that the Repub- 
liqan National Committee will keep an eye 
upon the subsequent proceedings. 

Judge Fleming's presentation of his case will 
unfold ataie of Kepublican fraud and corrup- 
tion for which it would be hard to tiud a dupli- 
cute in the politieal history’of the country. It 
wili be shown that thousands of fraudulent Re- 
publican votes were cast, negroes being brought 
from Kentucky, Tennessee, old Virginia, and 
Maryland, and even from Pennsyivania and 
Ohio, by dozens and scores into almost 
every cuvunty in the State; that in some 


counties, like Mercer, McDowell, Wyoming, 
and Fayette, the numberof votes 
cast Was from 12 to 30 per cent in ex- 


cess of the actual resident voting population; 
that in such cities as Wheeling, Charleston, 
Parkersburg, and others throughout tie State 


| former citizens whe had been absent for years 


in otber States, sometimes in the far South or 
beyend the Mississippi, were brought back and 
voted; thatiu the Southern and Southwestern 
counties negroes—in yvne instance as many 4s 
50 1n one batch—after having voted in Virginia 
were brought over the liue aud voted again in 
West Virginia, and sometimes were taken to the 
polls a third time in an adjoining county; that 
money was used with unprecedented freedom 
and 1n the wost open manner, and so on through 
all the long and varied list of possible electoral 
frauds and irregularities. 

There can be no doubt of the outcome, and the 
Legislature Will surely hand the disputed Gov- 
ernorship over to its rightful owner—Judge 
Fieming. Democratic plans were perfected at 
a conference of party leaders held in Wheeling 
last Saturday, there being presest, besiues 
Judge Fleming himself, United States Senators 
Kenna and Faulkner, ex-Senator Camden, Sec- 
retary of State Walker, and a number of the. 
leading Democratic editors ef the State. The 
evidence so far adduced in Judge Fleming's be- 
haif was reviewed and his Gase prononncoed in 
@ very satisfactory shape. 

The organization of the two houses of the 
Legislature has about a3 much interest for the 
political observer as anything here. The con- 
test for supremacy will be especially interest- 
ing in the Senate. That body consists of 13 
Republicans, 12 Democrats, and * Bob’ Carr, 
who Was elected from this city a4 a representa- 
tive of the labor iuterests two years ugo, and 
who is thus a “‘nold-over” member. Mr. Carr’s 
actual position 1s unknown, but he has lately 
exhibited such a marked disposition to act with 
the Democrats, thus making the Senate a tie, 
that the Republicans have been driven to the 
necessity of doing sumething to win him over 
to their side, in order tu give tauem the cvntrol 
of the body. Two inducements have been held 
out to Robert—one being to eiect hia brother-in- 
law, Senator N. B. Scott ef Wheeling, President, 
and the other to confer that high honor upon 
Mr. Carr himself, with the added suggestion, by 
way of a clincher, that should Gen, Golf be 
confirmed in his claim of being Governor-elect, 
and by any chauce be chosen Senator to succeed 
Mr. Kenna, the President of the Senate would 
step into the vacant Gubernatorial chair. 

Thisis all so very remote, however, that it 
has not wade any very xreat impression upon 
the shy gentieman whom tbe Republicans are 
so industriously,wovlng. Inthe House of Del- 
egates the Demoerats have a clear majority of 
three—suilicient to effect an organization with- 
out delay or trouble, but should one Demo- 
cratic Delegate vote with the Republicans for 
any reason, there would result very much the 
same situation as will exist in the Senate. 
Already Republicans bave olfered to elect ob- 
soure Democratic members of the House from 
remote counties to the Speakorship in the hope 
oft furthering their schemes and at the same 
time instilling discord intvu the Democratic 
ranks, but go fur without result, 

The United States Sonatorship is the most in. 
teresting question of all. Republicans are will. 
ing to sacrifice everything—even the Governor 
ship—to obtain that prize, and as a consequence, 
herein lies the chief point of danger for the 
Democrats, On the Democratie side nine-teuths 
of the party in the State favor the re-eleetion 
of Senator John E. Kenna, but Gey. Wilson and 
one or two others havea small following. The 
Republicans have two eandidates, and will vote 
for either, as clreumstances may indicate is best 
torthem. If Bob Carr will be satisfied with 
nothing less than the Presidency of the Senate, 
and an “arrangement” of a somewhat similar 
nature can be patched up in the House whereby 
the Governorship contest may be disposed of 
against Judge Fleming, then Goif will be voted 
for as Senator, and in the event of his election 
Mr. Carr would be made Governor and Senator 
Ecott wonld succeed him as President of the 
Senste, the other plums being similarly distrib- 
uted where they would de the most good. 

On the other hand, should Carr be satisfied 
with anything less, and other things turn out 
well, Goff woulda be retained as Governor, and 
A. W. Campbell of the Wheeling inielligencer 
wade Senator. This is the Repubiican scheme. 
A8S Nasby once remarked, there are ‘several 
ifs and much buts’ about it; but it’s the best they 
can do at present, and on the lines berelaid dewn 
their campaign will be fought out. Democrats 
have little to fear from it. Even in the event 
of Senator Carr's giving his adhesion to the 
Republicans, there will still bea clear Demo- 
cratic majerity of one on joint ballot, and every 
Democrat will be found in lipe when the time 
for action eomes, 

From this rough eutline it will be seen that the 
general situation in West Virginia is somewhat 
complicated and possesses great possibilities in 
the way of interesting incidenta and dramatic 
scenes, he time ef the legislative session 
promises to be almost entirely taken up with 
the consideration and settlement of eleetion 
complications, aud nobody doubts that an extra 
session will be necessary to dispose of pressing 
legislation, pass the appropriation builis, &c. 
Among other inatters, there will be a great ef- 
fort made to re-enact the election law so as to 
provide for the registration of voters or the in- 
corporation tn the present statute of the ‘“‘Aus- 
tralian system,” as modified by the New-York 
Legislature, both parties largely uniting to 
bring about this result, 








CARPET WEAVERS MAY STRIKE. 

The carpet weavers in the employ of Higgins 
& Co. are again restless, and it was rumored yes- 
terday that they may soon go out on strike. Several 
members of the Executive Board of. their national 
organization arcin this city, and have been con- 
ferring with the Arbitration Committee of the 
Central Labor Union. Itis probable that they will 


call to-day upon Mr. Higgins and ask him to restore 
the rates of wages as they existed previous to Dec. 
17. They say that he is making preparations fora 
large extension of his present business, and has just 

urchased $51.000 worth of wool. Should he re. 
use to Comply with the request of his employes 
they may strike and will receive the support of the 
Central Lavor Union that has been getting up a list 
of his customers, and will boycott him and them.

metic, (fundamental rules, fractions, and per 
centage,) letter writing, andthe geography o 
the United States, aud espectally of the State o; 
Tailway mail division in which the applicau 
resides, and its railway systems. The age limi 
tations for examinaiion are 18 and 35 years 
except as to honorably-dischargea soldiers ant 
sailors having preference under section 1,754 
of the Revised Statntes, who may be examined 
without regard to age. 

Rule 3 provides that the papers of every exam 
ination shall be marked under the direction o 


the commission, and each competitor shall be - 


graded on ascale of 100, aceerding to the gen 
eral average determined by the marks made by 
the examiners on bis papers. The commiesior 
shall appoint in each railway mail division aj 
many boards of examiners as is may deou 
necessary fer the good ofthe service and thi 
convenience of applicants, provided that ther( 
sball be atleast one suesh board in 6ach Terri 
tory and not less thau two in each Stale, excep’ 
that the number may be limited to one cach fs 
the States of Rbode Island and Delaware, 
These boards shall eonduct such examination 

for admission to and premotionsin the elasaifie 


Railway Mail Service, and such examinations. 


for the other branches of the classified service 
as the commission may direct. They shall alsz 
mark such examination papers as the commis 
sion may direct. Unless otherwise directed by 
the commission the papers of examinations fer 
admission to the classifiod Railway Mail Serv: 
ice shall be marked by the central board at 
Washington, All persons having preference ag 
honorably-discharged soidiers or sailors shall be 
Diaced upon the eligible list when they shall have 
attained at such examination a general average 
of not less than 65 on a basis of 100 as perfect. 
Other competitors must have attained a genera) 
average of not iess than 70. A register of eli- 
gibies shall be kept for each State and Territo- 
ry, eligibles from the District of Columbia to be 
entered upon the registers of the State of Mary: 
land or Virginia. The term of eligibility shal! 
not be less than one year, and this term may dé 
extended ip any State or Territory if the com: 
mission fiuds sueh extension to be for the pub 
lic good. 

Rule 4 provides that all vaeancies in the serv- 
ice above eiass 1 shall be filled by promotion 
upon such tests of fitness as the Postmaster- 
General, with the approval of tae commission, 


. may prescribe, except that under certain speci- 


fied conditions a vaeancy occurring in a State 
orrailway maildivision in any grade may be 
tilled by the transfer of a clerk of the same 
grade from another State or division. Vacan- 
cies in class 1 are to be filled by the certifica 
tion to the General Superintendent upon his 
request of three names from the register of the 
State in which the vaeancy exists having the 
highest examination averages. If, however, 
thers are on the register names of persons 
having the preference right of an honorably- 
discharged soldier or sailor, such name shall 
bé certitied before the names of all other 
eligibies of a higher grade. All appointments 
Shall be made for a probationary term of six 
months, at the end of which time a probationer 
may be absolutely appointed or diacharged ac- 
cording to his record. It is further provided 
that there may be certified and appointed in 
each State and Territory, in the manner stated 
above, such number of substitute clerks, not 
exceeding the ratio of one substitute to 20 
clerks, as the Postmaster-General may author- 
ize, and any vacancies occurring in eciass1in 
any State sball be filled by such substitutes in 
the order of their appointment as such, and the 
time actually empleyed by them shali be count- 
ed asa part of their probation. 

Rule 5 authorizes, upon requisition of the 
Postmaster-General and under certain otber 
specified conditions, transfers from the classi- 
tied Railway Mail Service to any classified Post 
Otfice, and vice versa, and from the Railway 
Mail Service to the Post Oflice Department, and 
vice versa. 

Rule 6 reads as follows: 

** Upon requisition of the Postmaster-General the 
commission shall certify for reinstatement in a 
grade or Class no higher than that m which he was 
formerly employed avy person who, within one 
year next preceding the date of the requisition, has, 
through no deliuquency or misconduct, beeu sepa- 
rated from the elassitied Railway Mail Service.” 

Rule 7 prescribes that the General Superin- 
tendent of tie Railway Mail Service shall im- 
mediately report to the eommission every 
change made in the service by appointment, 
promotion, discharge, &e VUwo important 
features of these rules are that reasons are re- 
quired for every refusal to make an absolute 
appointment, and that for every separation 
from the service the cause of such separation 
Must be reported tothe commission. Reasous 
for removals, &c., have not hitherto been re- 
quired. These rules were prepared by Commis- 
siener Lyman and were signed by himself and 
Commissioner Edgerton. 








A SURPLUS OF APPLES. 





THE FRUIT SPOILING FOR WANT OFA 
DOMESTIC OR FOREIGN MARKET. 

Lockport, N. Y., Jan. 6.—The apple market is 

in abad way. The weather is anything but 
conducive tothe keeping of the fruit, even in 
the best cold storage. The growers who thought 
to hold their fruit untila rise in prices find it 
rotting on their bands, and the prices lower 
thanever. Quotations in this clty are from 70 
to 90 cents for the best Baldwins and Russets, 
sometimes $1 being paid. Some of the best 
Greenings and Spitzenbergs bring $1 50 a bar- 
rel, Commission men who stored last Fall are 
beginning to feel shaky. Tne Eastern and for- 
eign markets do not create a demaad, for they 
are already overstocked. 
3 New-York is reported as holding between 
60,000 and 70,000 barrels, Philadelphia nearly 
40,000, and Boston and Providence are far in 
advance of either of the others. To show the 
condition of the foreign market all one has to 
say is that the exports this season upto the 
middle of December were more than double 
those of the season of 1887-8 The stock on 
hand at Liverpool and Glasgow will neariy 
equal 450,000 barrels. Thisis being disposed of 
at rulneusly low prices. 

The reports come from the West that there is 
no market there, as it is heavily stecked. What 
the commission men enc growers are going to 
do with the stock on hand ig the quastion. 
There are over 150,000 barrels in Niagara Coun- 


ty. The other lake counties will contribute 
nearly a8 much, and so Will the southwest coun- 
ties. It 1s estimated that nearly 500,000 barrels 


are held in New-York State, half of which is 
now a dead loss. The weatier has been damp 
avd muggy all the Winter, aud bad fer sertings 
in the best cola storage warehouse in tadis eity. 
If the weather changes and the commission 
m6n cau Cerry enough stock over, there is some 
hope for them iu the Spring.

THE M’VEYS. AN EPISODE. By JOsErH 
KIRKLAND. Boston and New-York: HOUGHTON, 
MIFFLIN & Co. 


It is only exceptional talent on the part 
of the maker of fiction that permits him to 
take the characters presented in one book 
aud to reproduce them in’ another. He 
must have been able to imbue his men 
and women with vitality and to have 
given them individuality. The ability 
shown by Mr. Kirkland in “ Zury, the 
Meanest Man in Spring County,” we were 
glad to call attention to. In many respects, 
as occupying new ground descriptive of the 
Middle West of forty odd years ago, “ Zury” 
we considered as notbing short of being 
one of the most marked literary successes 
of 1887. It wasarelief to finda man not 
of the mawkish sensibility school, who did 
not go into spasms over the wrong way of 
peeling an orange or gush in plaintive 
numbers over an awkward manner in the 
handling of a finger bowl. : 

Much as we may differ from that English 
view which finds little of interest in eur 
American romances, it may not be so far 
wrong after all when it insists that incident 
is of secondary importance to us, er, as it 
is put, that ‘‘ we write prettily about noth- 
ing at all.” Running too much in the oppo- 
site direction, English readers have taken 
to the ‘‘ slaughter house” romances, where 
the butchering of countless blacks makes 
the pages of the story smoke with hot 
blood. In “ Zury” there was shown a thor- 
ough acquaintance with the rely | pioneer 
movement to.

—Brillianta. A Setting of Humorous Poetry 
tn Brilliant Types. New-York: The De Vinne 
Press.—A distinguished calligraphist under 
the inspiration of the prophet, (so it is said,) 
wrote a chapter ef the Koran, ‘The Cow,” 
ona single grain of millet, but as Islamites 
have not magnifying glasses as objects of 
common use we have a right to doubt the 
truth of the story. But as to minute type 
used in printing, the De Vinne Press has 


produced a little volume containing ‘‘ vers 
de société” and pleasant selections whioh 
is a marvel of delicacy. The opuscule, 
bound in red leather, with neat gold tool- 
ing, is 21g inches long by about 1% 
wide and contains over a hundred pages. 
The page is 244 inches long, the form 1% 
inches, so that there isa nice proportion o 
margin left. The types are those specially 
made for Bellow’s Dictionary, ‘Ihe ex- 
ceeding minuteness ef each type may be 
more clearly appreciated when it is known 
that 2,304 types of the thick letter w or 
3,456 types of the thinner letter 1 are re- 
quired to make the weight of a pound.” 
When the type is set ‘‘solid” there are 
“about 1,200 distinct pieces of metal to 
the square inch.” Mr. De Vinne sent to 
Edinburgh for this type, but the setting of 
the characters and the printing have been 
nder his own supervision. Fancy the 
ifficulties of correcting such - micro- 
scopic type, when the meist finger of a 
compositor might take up several types 
at the same time. Then, too, how abso- 
lutely perfect must be the mechanical 
process which puts on the clear, white, 
crisp peper the impression. There is no 
single blur er blemish in the book. Besides 
this exquisite neatness there are the pleas- 
ant coquetrics of the printer's art, for 
the initial letters are m good solid 
reds, as are the tail pieces, and 
every here and there there happens to be a 
line or more of this “ brilliant” type in 
italics, and then there is the prettiest of 
contrasts. A very good name for these 
small types was the one given them by An- 
tonio Farina, who called them ‘ Ochia di 
Mosca,” (eyes of flies.) Farina tried for a 
special book to find pg Src ite but it was 
too severe a task on their eyes, for after 
30 pages were set up the task was given up. 
The famous Henry Didot. when he was 66 
*‘ cast a font of Roman type on the body of 
half nonpareil, 25 linestotheinch.” Lucky 
will be those who possess a copy of this 
beautiful book, which represents the typo- 
graphical art and the binder’s skill ex- 
pressed in its highest yet most minute lim- 
its.

THE REV. R. HEBER NEWTON’S SEO- 
OND SERMON ON THE INCARNATION, 
The Rev. R. Heber Newton preached 

the second of his series of sermons yesterday 

on the Inearnatton at Ali Souls’ Chureh. The 
subject of the diseourse was “The Philosophy 
of the Incarnation.” Mr. Newton said: “If 
the doctrine of the Incarnation be a philosophy 
we cannot hope to translate the speech of meta- 
physies into a language understood by the peo- 

Die without mental offort. No most orthodox 

Christian scholar has ever so far misread the 

Nicene Creed as te imagine that the very and 

absolute God, the First Cause, the Father of all 

things, was inearnated in Jesus of Nazareth. 


By the very term used, of Jesus, the Sen of God, 
scholars have known there was expressed some 
distinction in the Deity, whereby the God who 
was in Christ was to be conceived as a secon- 
dary or derivative God. 

““Men have conceived God as a being dwelling 
apart from nature. This was the prevalent view 
of the Divine Being throughout antiquity, as it 
has continued the prevalent view of God 
through all later histury. How then, under 
such a conception of God, were men to under- 
stand the creation of the universe, and the 
providential government of God? Plainly by 
the very natural method of bridging this gulf 
between God and nature, God and man, bya 
suceessien ef intermediary beings, a hierarchy 
of divine creatures, touching man and nature 
on the one hand and reaching up to God on the 
other. At the head of this hierarchy was placed 
a being se near to God that He might be de- 
scribed as God, and yet avreature; the arch- 
angel ef the Jews, the word of the hidden wis- 
dom of Israel, the angel Messiah of the Per- 
siaus, the world-fashioner of gnosticism, 
the archetypal man of philosophy, the Son of 
God, and the logos of theosophy. Wherever 
we come ae@ross descriptions ef the Divine Bon 
of the Father, the Word, as though He were a 
being outside of man and nature, bringing 
down from the heavens to earth the messages 
ot God, we are face to face with this conception. 
This lime of development issued in the theory 
known as Arianism, which placed at the head 
of this hierarchy of divinities a Son of God, be- 
getten and not made, begotten eternally, spon- 
taneeusly, and necessarily, and not by an act 
of will, subordinate to the Father, not sharing 
the very identical substance of the absolute 
God, but possessing enly a similar substance. 
This conception as presented by Arius falled to 
solve the problem, anda was rejected by the 
ohurch. 

‘Our New Testament yields the same thought 
of God which was given forth by Hindus and 
by Grecians. This is the thought te which aoi- 
ence, under the guidance of a reverent imagina- 
tion, is leading the modern werld—the vision in 
which the universe is for us growing alive with 
the movements of the indwelling spirit, and 
man himself is becoming a Shekinah where the 
Holy One 1s nee. This conception of the 
Divine Being leaves no gulf to be spanned be- 
tween the Creator and the creation, between 
Ged and man. Man grows lumineus with the 
indwelling spirit, his body beeomes a temple, 


and 
“*The Pariah hind 
Admits thee to the perfect mind.’ 

“The universe, indeed, manifests God through 
all ite laws revealing the infinite and eternal 
mind; but that infinite and eternal mind has 
depths unfathomable by human thought, even 
after it igs peo the utmost knowledge of 
nature and of man, Thus man fashions a double 
thought of God; God in His essential nature, 
the absolute, transcendent, incomprehensible 
Being, and God entering into the relationships 
of creation, dwelling in the universe, revealing 
Himself through His works, When once the 
validity of this natural action of the human 
maind is realized the philosophy of the Incarna- 
tion opens upon us. God is at once the 

round and spring of all being, the 

Yather, and He is & secondary 

derivative Being, of whom we may speak as the 
Son. The universe, then, 1s a thought of 
God, thrown outward and become a thing, yet 
at heart always a thought, an image of the 
Father whose sen itis. Man, also, is a thought 
of God, thrown eutward and become a refiec- 
tiqn of God, an image of the Father whose son 
he is. The universe was theught out in the 
Divine mind before any individual part thereof 
was evolved; man was thought before individ- 
ual man oame into existence. This image of 
the absolute God in the universe, in man, is not 
& somewhat thrown out from God and separate 
from Him, but israther tobe conceived asa 
constant forth-putting from the mind of Gea. 

“To men themselves who are in earnest after 
goodness it was seen ages before our day that 
the power revealed in nature and in man is a 
power making for righteousness, an energy 
streaming forth the processes of evolution, a 
purpose of progress toward even higher ferms 
of being. Let there come a man who bodies the 
finest human dreams of personal goodness and 
mantles them with the lustre ef exquisite 
beauty, 80 that all hearts who see sigh to be like 
him, aud around him the mystic musings of 
centuries will crystallize. He will be identified 
with the Divine Reason, the Logos speaking 
forth the mind and will of God.” 





OALIFORNIA’S WINE YIELD, 

From the San Francisco Alia, Jan. 1. 
While the production of California’s vine- 
yards was not so great as had been expected 
early in the season, the total yield during the 
past year was 17,000,000 gallons, an increase 
of a million gallons over the previous year. At 
the beginning of the season the vines gave 
evidence ef producing avery large yield, and 
in August it was estimated that the production 


would be 21,000,000 gallons. After that, how- 
ever, the State was visited by two weeks of 
hot weather, followed by rain, with the result 
of a diminution of at least one-fourth of 
the crop. Of this amount at least 4,000,- 
000 gallons will be distilled, producing 
about 600,008 gallons of brandy. The balance 
of 13,000,000 gallons will consist of dry and 
sweet wines. During the past year over 7,000,- 
000 gallons have been exported, and there was 
& howe consumption of 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 
gxallons. It will therefore be seen that there 18 
ne overproduetion at the present time. The 
total shipments of wine, the value of which is 
approximated at 40 cents a gallon, from this 
city were 7,170,634 gallons, and of brandy 428,- 
135 gallops. The shipments in 1887 were: Wine, 
6,901,771, and brandy, 472,452 gallons. The 
heaviest shipments to one port were to New- 
York, where 3,002,568 galions ef wine and 
brandy were sent, The shipments to the same 
place in 1887 ameunted to 1,688,227 gallons. 
In 1887, 258,248 gallons were shipped to for- 
eign ports, while the shipments last year in- 
creased to 398,879 gallons. 





A PRETTY GOOD OBRISTIAN. 
From the Eewiston (Me. ) Journal, Jan. 5, 
That patriarch of the Maine newspaper 
fraternity, the Rev. Daniel Stickney, contrib- 
utes to the Farmington Chronicle some remi- 
niscences of his early life in that town, In 1825, 
he says, two regiments of old-time militia met 


near Farmington and had a brigade muster.’ 


About midnight before the muster Stickney, 
with some balf dozen other boys of Chesterville, 
left home with muskets loaded with blank car- 
tridges, and at 8 o’clook in the merning blazed 
away a saluto of six guns upon the door stones 
of the Colonel’s residence, awaking him and 
every member of hisfamily, “ Instead,” writes 
Mr. Sticknoy, ‘of appearing at the door, as he 
ought to have done, armed with the largest 
horsewhip he had in bis barn, and flogging us 
within an inch of our lives, the good man came 
to the door, courteously welcomed us, invited 
us in, set before us a decanter flied with spirits, 
invited us to drink, and treated us as respect- 
fully as young men could possibly be treated.” 
The writer says that he always, after that, 
thought the Colonel was a pretty good Christian,

DEDICATION OF TWO NEW CHURCHES 
IN BROOKLYN. 

Many people went yesterday morning to 
the new Tompkins-Avenue Congregational 
Church, Brooklyn, te witness the dedication of 
the church. The altar and platform were deco- 
rated with flewers, and the large auditorium, 
capable of seating about 2,000 persons, was 
entirely filled. The dedicatory exercises were 
conducted by the Rev. Dr. R. R. Meredith, Pas- 
tor of the church, and he was assisted by the 
Key. Dr. J. B. Clark. The morning service 
began at 10:30 with the singing of the Dox- 
ology, which was followed by the hymn “*Lerd 
God of Hosts, by all adored.” The organ was 
net ready for use and the music was furnished 
by piano and violins.

‘was from Robandi, and was followed by the 


congregation singing the dedicatory hymn “I 
eth Thy kingdom, Lord, the house of Thine 
abode.” 

This was followed by the dedicatory sermon 
by the Pastor, who took as his text Psalm cxxxil, 
verses 8 and 9, “Arise, QO Lord, into Thay 
rest, Theu and the ark of Thy strength.” After 
the sermon Dr, Meredith read with the congre- 
gation the dedication seremony, which was fol- 
lowed by prayer by the Rey.

The services of the morning olesed with the 
congregation singin the hymn, “O Thou, 
whose own vast temple. stands built over earth 
one sea,”’ which was followed by the benedic- 
tion.

It is the intention of the church Trustees to 
build a large Sunday sohool building in the lot 
adjoining the new chureh, Out ofthe 458 pews 
all but 65 have been already seid.

TIME AND TIDH#, 


WHEN THE DAY AND THE TIDES BE- 


GIN. 
From the Portland Oregonian, Jan. 1. 

Where does the day begin? Our Eastern 
States got the New Year before we did, Europe 
got it before they did, and Asia got it before 
Europe did. It must have begun, then, at some 
point in the Pacific Ocean between the west 
coast ef America and the east coast of Asia. 
But, as the cirele of the year is without begin- 
ning or end, except as mer have agreed in rela- 
tion thereto for their own convenience, one 
part of the globe might in the abatract claim 
the beginning of the day or of the year as 
well as another part. By common con- 
sent, however, calculation of the begin- 
ning of the day gives the beginning to the 
Ola World, for the day was fixed before 
the New World was kKnewn, and as the earth 
revolves on its axis from west to east, time in 
the journey toward the west fell behind fixed 
time. As geography became known it was ob- 
vious that Asia got the day before Europe got 
it, just as Ameoriea gotit after Europe got it; 
and so the beginning of the day has been 
pushed out from the Pacific snore of the East- 
ern Hemisphere and beyond its islands into the 
Pacific Ocean. But suppose America had been 
the older world; suppese that civilization had had 
its origin here, that computation of time had 
been established and discoverers, sailing from 
America, had found the other hemisphere as 
this one was found by disceverers from Europes, 
the Atlantic coast of Europe would be the last 
part of the globe to see the day and the year, 
qos as the Pacific coast of Ameriea is now the 

ast part ef the globe to see them, 

Where do the tides begin? This is a question 
solely of physical fact—not depending in any 
way on human history, They appear to Degin 
in the largest stretch of open sea on the globe— 
the Southwest Pacific Ocean—whenee they are 
propagated in all directions, subject, however, 
to complications and irregularities arising from 
the distribution of land upon the globe and 
from the configuration of the bottom or the sea.

A TRIOK OF THE FARMERS,

A good deal of interest centres just now 
upon the two States of Delaware and New- 
Hampshire, which have to elect United 
States Senators. The Senate stands 39 Re- 
publicans to 37 Democrats. On the 4th of 
March there will probably be the same 
number of Democrats, 37 Republicans, and 
the Senators from Delaware and New- 
Hampshire, If the former should’ be a 
Republican all will go well for his party. 
If none should be chosen by that time there 
would be 37 Senators of each party to de- 
cide on the claim of the New-Hampshire 
Senator to his seat. That claim will rest 
on the Governor’s appointment until June 
19, the State Legislature not meeting until 
then, and the claim, if disputed, might 
have to be decided by the casting vote of 
Mr. Morton. lt is: a very narrow margin 
to work on, and an accident might destroy 
it altogether. 








Partisan feeling has its natural home in 
the United States Senate, and thrives there. 
As will be seen by our Washingten dis- 
patches, nearly all the nominations by 
Mr. CLEVELAND, made in the ordinary 
course of the business of the Government, 
are being postponed until they shall fall, 
on the 4th of March, with the accession 
of Mr. Harrison. In the closing days of 
President ARTHUR’s Administration the Re- 
publican majority crowded confirmations in 
such hot haste that a number of commissions 
were left unsigned and received the signa- 
tare of Mr. CLEVELAND. This was a per- 
fectly proper thing for the new President 
to do, but it was not suggested by the 
motives to which the Republican majority 
are now yielding. But your United States 
Senator is a@ man, in many cases, whose 
pense of his own dignity is in inverse ratio 
to his inclination to act so as to command 
respect. 





ER EE PCLT RO OE 





Mr. C. P. HUNTINGTON’S expressed desire 
that the Chinese Exclusion act shail be 
repealed appears to have some connection 
with the coelie trade of a transpacific 
steamship company. His anxiety aboutthe 
loss of trade with China may relate to 
coolie traffic as well as to general com- 
merce. He asserts that he intends to let 
the steamers chartered for his line ge into 
other business as soon as their charters shall 
expire. The Tribune, a paper not untriendly 
to Mr. HUNTINGTON, says: “Mr. HUNTING- 
TON is one of the chief owners of the Occi- 
dental and Oriental Steamship Company, 
which has been the chief sufferer by 
the cutting off of coolie immigration. 
Each steamer from Hong-Kong used 
to bring from 1,000 to 1,500 coolies, who 
paid $50 per head for steerage passage. 
The result wasaclear profit to the com- 
pany sufficient to cover all the expenses of 
the vovage. Now the steamers seldom 
bring more than fifty Chinese passengers.” 
The solicitude of Mr. HUNTINGTON for the 
welfare of our Chinese trade is as touching 
and impressive as the tender regard for the 
welfare of the workingman that is shown 
by the ultra-protectionist officers of rail- 
road companies that employ Italian labor- 
‘ers imported under contract. 








The eulogy of WASHINGTON written by 
TALLEYRAND, then Minister of Foreign Af- 
‘fairs, and submitted te BONAPARTE as First 
‘Consul, with a proposition for a monument 
fto be erected in one of the squares of 
Paris, is given in our Washington dis- 

hes. Itisin many regards a nptable 
cas and not the least so in the 


eloquence with which the cyn- 
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daring absolutist of history on’ the 
eve of his usurpation of imperial 
power, describing the pure and unselfish 
devotion of WASHINGTON to the cause of 
his countrymen and of liberty. It is, with 
the eulogy of GuIzoT, to be ranked as 
among the most appreciative and sympa- 
thetic tributes to the character of the great 
American, who: never aspired to be more 
(and was never less) than the first citizen of 
a free country. 
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lf midwinter should bring weather suited 
to the season, the National Skating Asso- 
ciation will carry onthe sport to which it 
is devoted with all the zest thathas marked 
the few years of its existence. The official 
programme of competitive movements ar- 
ranged for its annual meeting on Van 
Cortlandt Lake is a revelation of the pos- 
sibilities and complexities in artistic skat- 
ing. Not to speak.of the straightaway 
races or of outside and inside edge rolls, 
forward and backward, or of cross rolls 
and figure eights, we find set forth loco- 
motives, spread eagles, grapevines, serpen- 
tines, pirouettes, waltz steps, curvilinear 
angles, single, double, chain, and flying 
threes, flat-foot spins, double-foot whirls, 
loops and ringlets, and the ‘‘On to Rich- 
mond,” with its reverse, which logically 
ought to be “Back to Washington.” And 
in addition to more than ascore of these 
different movements opportunity is given 
for ‘‘ original and peculiar specialties” at 
the option of the contestant. So it will be 
seen to what extent this graceful accom- 
plishment has been carried even in a lati- 
tude where the weather is occasionally so 
eccentric that warm rains come in January 
and blizzards in March. 








The long-threatened armed intervention 
of the German naval forces in the civil war 
now going on in Samoa has at length taken 
place, and probably with little satisfaction 
to them, since, if the reports are correct, 
they have been driven back with much 
loss. It isto be feared, however, that the 
success thus ascribed to the adherents of 
Chief MATAAFA may prove more costly 
than a defeat, for we can hardly doubt that 
it will lead to the landing of German rein- 
forcements in overwhelming’ strength. 
When the previous invasion of Apia by 
the Germans was effected year before last 
they put ashore, it was reported, more than 
1,300 men. A much smaller number seems 
to have been Janded in the late affair. 
The Germans are practically committed to 
the support of TAMASESE, whom they made 
King, and their late disaster will doubtless 
prompt the demand to avenge it, even if 
only for the re-establishment of German 
prestige. That, in turn, might result in 
German conquest of the islands, since it ap- 
pears that the English and American ves- 
sels, following their instructions, merely 
looked on during the late eperations. 
Whether the Germans will seek to annex 
the islands outright or be centent with hav- 
ing a native King who will implicitly obey 
them remains to be seen. 
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SOUND SENSE. 


We publish this morning a letter from a 
representative of the solid South addressed 
to the farmers of the West and Northwest. 
The writer is entitled to the character in 
which he presents himself. He is a gentle- 
man ot high character and intelligence, a 
citizen of one of the Southern States, hold- 
ing an office, not political, that has en- 
abled him to obtain a thorough knowledge 
of the resources, enterprises, and industrial 
prospects of that region, and entirely com- 
petent tojudge them in comparison with 
those of other portions of the Union, and of 
England, France, and Germany as well. 
His conclusions are those at once of a care- 
ful student and a practical man, and would 
be regarded with respect and confidence by 
all who know him were we at liberty to 
give his name. We mention these facts be- 
cause they give added force to observations 
that must in themselves attract the atten- 
tion of all thoughtful readers. 

The letter is a candid and temperate 
statement of the impression made by the 
recent Republican vote in the agricultural 
States upen the men of the New South, 
and, indeed, upon many of the North as 
well, to whom the appeals made to the 
passionate anti-Southern feeling seemed 
not merely unfounded but hypocritical, and 
made with a selfish and unpatriotic purpose. 
We are quite aware that the feeling thus 
appealed to was in most cases sincere, and 
that it had its origin in what was once 








‘genuine patriotism. We have no desire to 


underestimate the importance of these facts 
connected with the influence of that preju- 
dice, and if we can have only contempt 
for the sharp-witted and unscrupulous 
schemers who started and kept up the 
sectional agitation in order that they 
might secure another lease of rich privileges 
at the farmers’ expense, we have respect for 
the motives that caused so many of the 
farmers to fall easy victims to their gaudy 
conspiracy. But now that the schemers 
have gained their end for the time being, it 
is well worth while for the farmers to 
review their action, to reflect on its proba- 
ble consequences and to take counsel for 
the future. For this we are confident that 
the letter published this morning will be 
useful. 

There are two things to be borne in mind 
by the farmers; one is that no one pretends 
that any sort of protective tariff can be of 
any direct advantage to American agricult- 
ure, and the other is that the present tariff 
of the United States is not, in any sense, a 
tariff for protection, but is in most of its 
important provisions a tariff for extortion, 
which the Republicans are trying to make 
still more extortionate. In countries like 
England and France, where the food crops 
ofjthe country are not sufficient tothe needs 
of the population, a duty on imported grain 
and other food products can be made tocause 
higher prices for home products, though 
only at a cost to the whole people, in which 
the farmers must share, and which may 
offset the advantage of higher prices. But 
in the United States no tax on foreign 
foods would enable the farmer to get a 
penny more for those he produces, while 
any taxes that increase the cost of trans- 


portation and of living must be paid in 
greater proportion by the farmers }han | 


fay ony other class, The only t 
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could give farmers any higher prices are 
those on wool, and it is fairly established 
that these taxes, by increasing the cost of 
manufacture, decrease the demand for 
American wool, and; help foreign compet- 
ing manufacturers. ‘The proof is in the 
$45,000,000 worth of foréign woolen man- 
ufactures brought into this country despite 
the duty of over 67 per cent. paid at the 
Custom Houses. The $30,000,000 a year 
paid in duties is a direct tax on consump- 
tion that our own makers cannot supply. 
It is a dead waste, and the farmers pay 
their share of it with no compensation. 

As we have said, the Republican leaders 
are secking to make the tariff more.extor- 
tionate than it is. They are build- 
ing broad and deep the foundations 
for. trusts and combinations by~ means 
of practically prohibitory rates. They 
are seeking to destroy all chance for for- 
eign competition in order to make it more 
profitable and more easy to suppress home 
competition. Suppose the South should 
yield to the temptation thus presented, as 
suggested in the letter to which we have re- 
ferred. That is a practical question, and 
one the farmers would do well to study 
carefully. If the Southern men are of the 
sort they have been described to be, they 
will join this combination. Some of them 
have already declared their wish to do so. 
Then the farmers of the Northwest will 
continue to sell their products at free-trade 
prices, and the last hopeof buying as cheap- 
ly as they sell, either at home or abroad, 
will vanish for this generation. 








JHE. DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 

Reports as to Mr. HarRISON’s Cabinet in- 
vitations continue to be conflicting. They 
will all probably be @isposed of in the 
course of} ten days or a fortnight, by which 
time-the President-elect will have made his 
selections and be prepared to give them to 
the public. Meanwhile, the central point 
of interest is necessarily the State Depart- 
ment, first, because the friends of Mr. 
BLAINE are making a vigorous push 
to put him in that place, and sec- 
ond, because the disposition made of 
that office must affect the distribution 
of the others. We have already said that, 
so far as customary claims go, those 
of Mr. BLaInn, if he really wishes to press 
them, are stronger than those of any other 
man. It is not creditable to the Republican 
Party, but it isa fact, that Mr. BLAINE not 
only has a larger following in the party 
than any other leader, but is the only 
Republican now prominently in public life 
who can be said to have any personal fol- 
lowing whatever. He is the only one whose 
name possesses a charm for any consider- 
able number of Republicans whose utter- 
ances en any question would be received 
with unquestioning confidence, the only 
one whose personal fortunes, good or bad, 
would exciteany deep interest. There are 
men whose promotion or failure would 
satisfy or offend small factions, confined to 
single States; there is not one other whose 
treatment would awaken any lively emo- 
tion in more than one State. If, therefore, 
as is natural and almost inevitable, Mr. 
HARRISON is guided in making up his Cabi- 
net by the feeling that his choice will cre- 
ate in the ranks of his own party, it is prac- 
tically impossible that Mr. BLAINE should 
be passed by. 

At the same time, if Mr. HARRISON is to 
give controlling weight to his personal 
preference or to his private judgment as to 
the fitness of his appointees, Mr. BLAINE 
would not be likely to be chosen, and must, 
if at all, be chosen with much reluctance. 
Nor can any impartial and well-informed 
man deny that there would be grave risks 
involved in putting him in so prominent a 
place. His very popular strength, taken in 
connection with his known character, 
would make him a most inconvenient and 
troublesome counselor. He would feel, and 
have a right to feel, that he was imposed 
upon the President, and he might easily 
assume that the force that carried him into 
the Cabinet could be relied on to sustain 
him in any course he should choose to fol- 
low when he was in, whether the President 
agreed with his views er not. He is restless, 
ambitious, intriguing, and personally un- 
trustworthy both as te his judgment and 
as to his good faith. He has unbounded 
confidence in himself and in his following, 
and secant appreciation of the rights of 
others. His office, apart from its regular 
duties, would place in his hands great 
power over the distribution ef the most- 
coveted honors, and he has a good many 
ardent and devoted friends, not of the 


ablest or purest, to whom he would be sure | 


to wish to give them. Whatever embar- 
rassment Mr. HARRISON may have to face, 
he would certainly not: diminish it by tak- 
ing Mr. BLAINE as the head of the State De- 
partment. 

Moreover, it happens that this depart- 
ment is the one place involving adminis- 
trative capacity, knowledge, judgment, and 
a high sense of official responsibility, in 
which Mr. BLAINE has been tried, and in 
this he was found conspicuously, even 
ludicrously, wanting. It would be unde- 
sirable te take an entirely unknown man 
for that place, but it would be far better 
than to take one known to be eminently 
unfit. Apart from any other question it 
would clearly be unfortunate for Mr. 
HARRISON to start out with a Secretary of 
State who is the intimate personal and 
political friend of such personsas ‘‘ PAT” 
Forpb, and who in many ways has shown a 
most prejudiced temper toward the only 
power with which we are likely to haveany 
dealings of consequence. There is not in 
this any question of consulting the prefer- 
ences of England in the choice of eur Secre- 
tary of State; it is only a question of giving 
to England, in the differences now pending, 
the opportunity to say, with perfect truth, 
that our foreign affairs are under the 
guidance of a man who scandalously mis- 
represents the American people with their 
known standard of integrity and fairness 
in dealing with such affairs. The only 
plausible ground that we have heard sug- 
gested as that on which Mr. Harrison 
could think that it would be advaritageous 
to himself to take into his Cabinet a man of 
Mr. BLaAINe’s notorious character and con- 


-neotions is that he might in this way rid 
of all further claims from Mr. 





we fear, would prove delusive reasoning. 
It would be like Sindbad taking on his 
shoulders the Old Man of the Sea, with the 
expectation of dropping him at any time he 
might wish. 








RIVER AND HARBOR BILLS. 


It is reported that the objectionable feat- 
ures of legislation for the improvement of 
rivers and harbors have recently been ex- 
amined with care by army engineers and 
certain members of Congress with the pur- 
pose of devising some plan for the removal 
of them, This is a subject that deserves 
the thoughtful consideration of all who de- 
sire that needed improvement shall be 
made without costly delay and that the 
public money shall not be wasted in brooks 

nd creeks as it has been inthe past. But 
if the country must wait for reform in this 
field, as some one has suggested, until the 
people and their Representatives in Con- 
gress shall all work together for the com- 
pletion of important improvements that 
ought to be made at once, and for the ex- 
clusion of all petty jobs from River and 
Harbor bills, it will wait along time. So 
leng as bills shall be made as they are made 
now, and so long as they must be approved 
or vetoed as a whole by the President, they 
will contain inadequate appropriations for 
improvements of very great importance and 
@ great number of appropriations for so- 
called improvements that should not bo 
made at public expense. The average Rep- 
resentative in Congress will not cease to 
use all his influence to obtain public money 
for streams or harbors in his district, for his 
constituents will continue to exhibit the 
peculiarities of human nature. 

But it is not the Representatives alone 
who should be held responsible for bad bills 
of this kind. It is reported that the army 
engineers are moved to protest against a 
distribution of the money upon a plan that 
delays the completion of important im- 
provements in order that a host of unwor- 
thy projects may be included in the list. 
The army engineers can see the need of re- 
form, but it must be admitted that they are 
in some measure responsible for the bad leg- 
islation. ‘Tbe appropriations are based 
upon their reports. In the first place 
it is their duty to make preliminary 
examinations and surveys of the streams or 
harbors that are named in the final sec- 
tions of every River and Harbor bill and 
that are the seed of bills yet to come. They 
also make reports concerning the work 
done in the last fiscal year in carrying on 
the improvements for which money has been 
appropriated. With respect to these im- 
provements they also report as to the sum 
of money that can profitably be expended 
in the following twelve months. It 
is well known that the total of 
the sums thus reported by them is 
about three times the amount which the 
Secretary of War places in the estimates, 
and that even his estimate far exceeds the 
sum appropriated for the year by the most 
generous Congress.. So it happens that 
with respect to each project in his district, 
asarule, the Representative or the mem- 
ber of the committee who asks for a liberal 
appropriation can point to the report of 
the engineer in charge, whose estimate of 
the sum that can protitably be expended 
covers all that he can desire and much 
more than he obtains. 

There is no project out of all those that 
have repeatedly been opposed with respect 
to which there is not such a report from 
the engineer. The so-called improvement 
of Buckhannon River for saw-log naviga- 
tion was based upon an engineer’s report 
and has been carried on in accordance with 
an engineer’s estimates. Yet thereis not 
one in the list that deserves less considera- 
tion in Congress. The enormous appropria- 
tions for the improvement of Sabine Pass 
—a harbor on whose shores there are 
but a few score of inhabitants, and 
that lies between two very largo 
counties whose entire population was less 
than 10,000 at last accounts—were based 
upon engineers’ reports, and after the little 
settlement of Sabine City was wiped out 
by a flood hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in addition were given for the reason, in 
part, that the engineer had stated that very 
large sums could still: be expended profita- 
bly there. We do not forget that in some 
cases the engineers have submitted reports 
that precluded the making of appropria- 
tions for the projects under consideration, 
but their reperts and estimates with re- 
spect to projects not rejected are used asa 
foundation of the bills. 

If the President should be empowered to 
veto separate items in appropriation bills 
the indefensible appropriations and the 
jebs could be cut out without killing the 
entire measure and thus withholding 
money that is needed for improvements of 
importance. But the Judiciary Committee 
of the House not long ago made an adverse 
report upon a proposed amendment giving 
him power to de this. 








THE FORTIFICATIONS BILL. 

After the liberal appropriation of nearly 
four millions with which Congress at the 
last session began the leng-postponed duty 
of coast defense, the present proposal to de- 
vote less than one-fourth of that sum to 
continuing it through the next fiscal year 
is something of adisappointment. Of the 
$890,000 recommended by the House com- 
mittee, $100,000 goes for the care and re- 
pair of forts. Alike sum is given to the 
alteration of barbette carriages for con- 
verted 8-inch muzzle-leading rifles, and 
also of 15-inch smooth-bores, and this is a 
gain, as it will secure the efficient operation 
of these guns until better are provided. A 
third sum of $100,000 is for carriages for 
the new 12-inch mortars provided under 
the act of last September, which is a con- 
tinuance of the new work thus begun. For 
various other items relating to the act of 
Sept. 22, 1888, particularly the test of ex- 
perimental guns, an aggregate of $116,000 
is appropriated. The sum of $352,000 goes 
to torpedo work for harbor defense and for 
instructing engineer troops in the details of 
the service, 

While this brief mention will show that 
the bill justifies itself as far as it goes, it 
certainly does not push forward the work 
of supplying new guns and their emplace- 
ments with the energy that prompted 
Congress. after it had once started to build 
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anew navy, to make large appropriations 
for the purpose at every succeeding session. 
The ground taken by the House committee 
is that all the money immediately needed 
for guns has been supplied, and that there 
isno wisdom in furnishing the gun and 
mortar batteries in advance of the guns to 
putin them. Several years must elapse be- 
fore the first of the smallest calibres can be 
mounted. For the $1,500,000 worth of 
forgings for heavy steel guns there were 
only two bidders, the Bethlehem and Mid- 
vale Companies. The former, whose bid was 
the lower, required 18 months to deliver 
the first set of even the 8-inch forgings, and 
35 months for all of this calibre; three 
years for the first of the 10-inch and 62 
months for all; three years also for the first 
of the 12-inch and 70 months forall. The 
Government has since found that it can 
gain a few months on each calibre by pay- 
ing asomewhkat higher price. The Bethle- 
hem Iron Company is filling a large contract 
for steel forgings for the navy and has its 
plant established; yet this is the best it can 
do in point of time. 2 

The emplacements might, however, be 
provided for so that the gun and mortar 
batteries would be ready. But the House 
committee argues that there is no hurry 
about this, that next Winter will be quite 
time enough to provide for the emplace- 
ments, and that meanwhile something 
novel in fortifications may be discovered. 
This looks like the old policy of waiting 
for something new to turn up, which has 
left our ports practically undefended. In 
the estimate of $5,552,000 submitted by 
the War Department the chief item was 
for the construction of gun and mortar 
batteries to be ready for the guns. Hence 
the Senate may add this item, even al- 
though it is unnecessary to begin the work 
ai once. Perhaps it would also be possible 
to call in other gun-making resources on 
substantially the terms already accepted; 
but here the answer is that the Govern- 
ment factory at West Troy could not finish 
more forgings than are provided for under 
the present contract. Besides, the Middale 
Company has received a large order for 
steel forgings for field guns, and was the 
lowest bidder on forgings with which to 
hoop the new mortars and will be busy on 
these. 

Thus it will inevitably take’ many years 
to furnish guns for coast defense. The act 
of September, 1888, made provision for 
only 27 12-inch mortars, and about 21 guns 
of 8-inch calibre, 22 of 10-inch, and 14 of 
12-inch. The Fortifications Board estimated 
that we needed 700 12-inch mortars, 102 
8-inch guns, 222 10-inch, and 203 12-inch, 
to say nothing of 6 14-inch and 44 16-inch 
guns which are not even yet proposed. Yet, 
small as is the installment now proposed, 
the bids show that the forging, finishing, 
assembling, testing, and mounting will take 
between three and four years for the first 
of the 10-inch and 12-inch guns, and more 
than six years for the remainder. If there 
is any way of facilitating any part of this 
prolonged work of coast defense it would 
apparently be wise to make provision for it 
in the pending bill. 











. Although experience shows that war 
clouds may rise rapidly, there isreally good 
ground for believing that the year now be- 
gun will be one of peace for Europe. There 
is no cause of serious quarrel existing, and 
none in prospect. Austria and Italy are 
largely dependent for their international 
policy on Germany, which, on the whole, is 
disposed toward peace. Splendidly equipped 
though she is, she understands that war is 
a risk; besides, a reaction of tranquillity 
seems to have come upon her young Emper- 
‘or, after the feverish bustle which followed 
his accession to the throne. He will soon be 
adequately occupied, toe, with the details 
of his coronation, which should sufficiently 
justify for the time his love of pomp and 
military display. France, with her world’s 
fair and centennial ceremonies occupying 
the greater part of the year, must be anx- 
ious while they last for friendly intercourse 
with other nations. Russia, from whem 
aggression is most feared, seems to have 
dropped the Balkan business in’ disgust. Or 
perhaps shw realizes that she is behind the 
other nations in preparation, with their 
magazine guns, new powders and projec- 
tiles, and new drills and manceuvres. 








A REST FOR. HARRISON.

NO POLITICIANS ALLOWED TO TROUBLE 
HIM YESTERDAY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 6.—Gen. Harrison went to 
church as usual this morning, and the rest of 
the day he passed at home and in the enjoy- 
ment of a brisk walk. Sunday is truly a day of 
rest to the harassed General, for the political 
aspirants are obliged to let him alone, at least 


as far as personal applications are concerned, 
and he is not obliged to read their lettera unless 
he wants to. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts is the last 
Cabinet suggestion -which has eome te light 
here, and the crewd of politiciamas which gathers 
at the New Denison House every Sunday has 
been edgerly discussing him to-day. There isa 
strong belief that Gen. Harrison has pretty 
much decided upon the constitution of his Cab- 
inet, and that it may be announced some time 
during the wéek. It is quite probable that the 
first part is true. Many signs indicate that the 
Cabinet has been practically selected, but it 
will probably not be announced until Gen. Har- 
rison sends the nominations tu the Senate on 
the 5th of next March. Gen. Harrison is a 
great stickler for the proprieties, and none will 
“leak” with his assent. Undoubtedly before 
that time sharp politicians will be able to state 
the constitution ef the Cabinet correctly, but 
they will get no infermation from Gen. Harrison, 
and he will enjoin the gentlemen he has selected 
from saying anything.

EXTRA SESSION OF THE 


LEGISLATURE SUGGESTED. 

DEs Mornss, Iowa, Jan. 6.—W. H. Torbert of 
Dubuque, President of the lowa’Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation, has written to the Governor as to the 
advisability of calling a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee, or, if necessary, a meeting of 
the members of the association to devise some 
means and take some action toward suppress- 
ing the alleged violations of law and oppressive 
rates of the Iowa Railroads. This eall fer a 
meeting of the jobbers has been construed by 
some who have been given information con- 
cerning the propesed meeting as a forerunner 
of an extra session of the Legislature. The 


Governor gave it as his opinion yesterday, as 
did also Secretary Ainsworth of the Railroad 
Commission, that a meeting of the lewa jobbers 
would have no tendency toward calling an ex- 
tra seasion of the Legislature. It has been pro- 
posed by Mr. Torbert that the meeting be called 
for the 16th of January. 

Although those closely connected with the 
questions atissue between the railroads and 
the Commissioners, so far as the State officials 
are concerned, appear to make light of the pos- 
sibility of an extra session of the Legislature, 
there 1s a flavor about the correspondence being 
carried on which leads to the bdolief that there 
would hardly be any other remedy for them 
axd the Commissioners than to urge the neces- 
sity of an extra session. Then, also,the de- 
cision of Judge Brewer in the case recently 
tried at St. Paul may have some bearing on the 
subject, whichever way it may be decided. Ore 
notable feature of the situation in lowa is the 
disposition of the jobbers of Sioux City to with- 
draw from this movement for an extra sessien. 
Instead of ‘‘enemies of railrvads,’”’ they have 
suddenly become the best friends the corpora- 
tions have in the State. This division in the 
ranks of the jobbers 1s likely to become wider 
and to have great influence in dgterring the 
Governor from convening the Legislature.

THE COLLISION IN THE FOG ON THE 


PATAPSCO SATURDAY. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 6.—Wreckers were busy to- 
day on the steamship Montana, which was sunk 
in collision yesterday. She lies in 27 feet of 
water ‘at the bend of the Brewerton Channel, 
just below Steelton. In the early dispatches 
last night it was stated that the colliding 
steamer was the Maine, owned by the Balti- 
more Storage and Lighterage Company, instsad 
of the North German Lloyd steamship Main. 
This was an error due to the similarity of 
names, and the fact that the Maine was ex- 
peeted to arrive at this port last week. 

The North German Lioyd’s Main, ene of the 
tinest of the fleet and a 5,500-ton ship, sailed 
from Bremen Dec. 19 with 350 emigrants and 
an assorted cargo and put into New-York 
to discharge @ part of her cargo. She sailed 
from New-York for Baltimore on Friday. Her 
regular commander is Capt. Jaeger, who at the 
time of the collision was uot aboard, Capt. Mol- 
ler being in charge. The Main came up the 
Chesapeake in the fog and wind of yesterday. 
The Montana had started on her voyage, but 
when abeut 11 miles down the Patapseo seme 
of her machinery got out of order and she 
anchored near the cut-off of the new channel. 
The Main was ovliged to turn the bend. 
ing so, aceording to the siatements made, the 
rudder refused to work and signals to back 
could not be answered quickly snough to pre- 
vent the collision. 

A thick fog rested on the river at the time of 
the accident and a heavy rain was peuring 
down. ‘The wind was high and a heavy sea was 
running. The Main was not seen until she was 
close upon the Montana. The tirst indicativn 
which those on the Montana had of hor ap- 
proach was the sound ef hor bel!, and there was 
then scareely a hundred feet of clear water be- 
tween hor and the ill fated steamer. A moweort 
later the 3,500-ton vessel crashed into the star- 
beard side of the Montana, near what is termed 
the fourth hold, abreast of the mizzeninast, and 
eut deep into her, 

As the Main recoiled after the shock an open- 
ing 10 feet wide was left in the Montana’s side, 
through which the water poured. She begsn to 
fill at once, and in sskort time her stern went 
down, the water-tight forward compartment 
keeping her bow afloat. Caief Eagineer Young 
of the Montana was eating his dinner at the 
time. Horan up on ceck to ses what was the 
matter, when the derrick feli and xilled him. 
His skull was badly crushed. The remains were 
embalmed to-day. 

After the collieion the Main at once backed, 
and, stecring to the right, came te a stop. 
Boats were lowered and sent bsexk, and several 
of the crew of the Montana were wansferred to 
the Main. Ssveral were Enocked overboard, 
but they were all rescued. The steerage pas- 
sengers on tho Main wercin a great state of 
excitement. Tholoss from the collision is not 
stated, but it will be heavy. 

‘The Montana was one of the finest vessels of 
her kind afloat. She was bullt about one year 
ago at West Hartlepool, England, by W. Gray & 
Co. She is 320 feet long, 41 feet breadsn vf 
beam, and 25 feet deep. The steamer has a 
rating of 100 Al from the Lloyd Company. She 
has two decks and has a net tonnage of 1,84 
tons. Sheisa steel serew steamer and has‘six 
large-sized bulkheads. The upper deck isa of 
iron, while the second deck is of steel. The 
vessel was considered the finest of the fleet, 
which includes the Maryland, Michigan, Atlan- 
tic, fransport, Maine, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
and Massashusetts. The vessel cost over 
$300,000. ‘ 

The cargo was a very valuable one. It in- 
cluded 8,000 bags of flour, a large quantity of 
canned goods, and a number cf pails of iard 
shipped direct to London from Chicago bys 
Armour & Co. Of the 240 cattle, over 100 were 
drowned. The damage to the Main was slight. 
Capt. Jaeger was revently banqueted in Balti- 
more on the completion of his hundredth trip 
across the Atlantic. During that time he had 
never met with an accident.

LIEUT.-GOV. JUNES A OANDI- 
DATE FOR PRESIDENT. 

A RIVAL OF GOV. HILL IN THE RACE 
FOUR YEARS FROM NOW—REPUBLIC- 


AN EDITORS WHO WANT MISSIONS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 6.—While Gov. Hill is sending 
emissaries throughout the country to boom him 
for the Presidential nomination in 1892 there is 
another Democrat in Albany who has tirmly 
fixed his eye on the White House and is care!ful- 
ly laying plans to capture the delegation from 
New-York in 1892. Tothe average citizen and 
taxpayer it would appear as semi-idiotio forany 
statesman or politician te lay plaus so far 
abead, but while the taxpayer is thinking of 
Gen. Harrison’s inauguration the sagacious pol- 
iticoian is already bending hia energies to the 
nomination ef Gea. Harrison’s suceessor. Gov. 
Hill is too shrewd and.reserved a man and 
too trained a politician to betray his confi- 
dence or his ambition to any living man. 
His boom is already in process of construction, 
however, and before many months pass certain 
Democratic papers in the West and South will 
begin te announce that tue Governor is in the 
hands of his friends. 

His emissaries are already at work. The first 
ebdstacle that they have met, an obstacle that 
will require the most-laborious arguments 
to remove is, ‘“‘How was it that Hill oar- 
ried New-York Stato and the President did 
not?” They will find this obstacle prevalent in 
every State in the Union, but the Hill men pro- 

ese to jet time andthe charagicristic furget- 

ulness of the American people answer it 
rather than to attempt any explana- 
tion on their own part. In Albany it is no 
secret that the Gevernor and his friends 
have spoken disparaginely of the national Ad- 
reinistration since election day, and the news 
eomes Very straight from the Executive Cham- 
ber that the Governer has remarked mere than 
once that Mr. Cleveland was defeated because 
ho did nothing to selp his cause along. In con- 
eidering Mr. Hill's grounds fer the nomination 
in 1892 the Democratic Party will have to con- 
sider thoroughly tojust whatextent the Govern- 
or and his friends were respensible fer the de- 
feat of the national ticket in 188. 


The Governor’s rival tor Presidential honers 
is no less a man than Lieut.-Goyv. Edward F. 
Jones of Binghamton. A year ago Mr. Jones was 


an active candidate for Governor, but the fates 
were not auspicious. Between himself and 
Gov. Hill relations have been strained since the 
campaign of 1885, when Mr. Jones refused to 
contribute his full assessment to the State tick- 
es He was apprehensive of treachery, ard de- 
termined to run his own campaign in his own 
way. The Governor, who was porsonally con- 
ducting the campaign, took this as a direct per- 
sonal insult. at that made no difference 
to Gen. Jones. He opened a campaign 
headquarters in his manufacturing es- 
tablishmont in Binghamton, impressed 
into his service every employe infwhose integ- 
rity and ability, ne had eenfidence, and bom- 
baréed every Uranger society, every Grand 
Army post, and every association in the State 
where Votes were at all owtalnable with a suc- 
einot history of his greatness as asoldier and 
@ business man. From election day, 1885, 
Lieut.-Gov. Jones and his most intimatefiriends 
have been confident that it was more his gen- 
eralship than Hill’s political strategy that won 
that fight. Bowever, Jones is new a candidate 
for the Presidency. He makes no concealment 
of his ambition. ‘The recent vote slows I 
am the most popular Democrat in the 
State,’ he says with eharscteristic frank- 
ness and. truth. “Ne, Bir, 2 @m . Bos 
a candidate for Governor in 1891.” ‘lhe fact 
that he received 4,000 more votes than Gov. 
Hiil is the founcation of bis Presidential ambi- 
tion. Mr. Jones's friends declare that Hill did 
not poll the fuil strength of the Democratic vet- 
ers, and that his own vote would have been still 
more largely increased had the ballots for Goy- 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governor been separate. 
However, frow this time forth New-York State 
will train two Democratic eandidates for 1892 
—David B. Hill, the politician, and Edward F, 
Jones, the soldier.

Who will be selected as Senator Reilly’s suc- 
cessor in the Senate Railroad Committee?

A PHILADELPHIA EDITOR’S GREAT LOSS 
—NARKROW ESCAPES FROM DKATH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 6.—The handsome res- 
idences of Robert McWade, city editor of the 
Public Ledger, and J. H. Tighe, on Lancaater- 
avenue, at Wayne Station, 
stroyed by fire last night. The total loss is 
about $20,000. Nine smal!) children narrowly 

escaped being burned in their beds. 

When the fire broke out Mr. McWade had just 
finished supper and was sitting in the parlor 
with hie wife and several nearly-grown children 
after the little ones had been put to bed. His 
first thought was of his children, and he darted 
up stairs and succeeded in getting them ali out 
of doors safely. Then he and several reigh- 
bors formed a bucket brigade, but the 


flames gained steadily on them, fanned Dy a 
northwest wind. The houses of Mr. McWadoe 
aod Mr. Tighe adjoin. The flames soon spread 
to the property next door. There isa only one 
fire company at Wayne. [t owns no engine, but 
hasaline of hose. The company responded, 
but they could do nothing to save the buildings. 

When the flames were at their height some 
one shouted that there was a woman at one of 
the windows of Mr. Tighe’s house. Mr. McWade 
ran up stairs, through flame and smoke, and 
found Mrs. Jones, with a baby in her arms, 
standing in tht centre of a third-story reom. 
He told her to go down stairs, but,she refused 
to go. Then he tried to persuade hor, but 
she said she would not move. She wae perfectly 
calm. Her mind had given way. Mr. McWade 
seized her by the arms and dragged her out of 
the room by force. He managed, but with great 
difficulty, tu get her down the stairs, and she 
and the baby were taken out safely. 

When this was done Mr. McWade heard 
soreams in Mr. Tiche’s*house. He ran in again, 
and in a second-story room found twe little chil- 
arén lying in bed, with the fiames darting all 
around them. He picked them up, and with an 
infant tucked under each arm sprang down 
stairs, and barely managed to reach the door 
through the clouds of thick smoke. The fire 
burned until 10 o'clock, and when it ws finally 
extinguished nothing but a pile of eharred wood, 
ashes, and bricks were left of two of the finest 

ansions at Wayne. Mr. MoWade loses about 

16,000. He bad a hbrary werth fully $5,000, 
and nene of it was saved. He had no insurance 
on the Louse or its contents. Mr. Tighe’s loss is 
$3,500. The heuse dld net belong to him. His 
effects were partly insured in the New-England 
Mutual Company. 

Nobody could say definitely what the origin 
of the fire was, but the impression is that it 
started from a defective flue. Some persons 
think that an eleetric spark was the cause. 
Everybody expressed the deepest sympathy 
with the two wen and their families, who have 
been thrown outon the world homeless. Mr, 
McWade spent several hours at his desk this 
morning, but was soon compelled to go home. He 
ig groatly worried and is now stopping with W. 
D. Hughes, Telegrams were sent to him almost 
hourly from friends, both in and out ef the city, 
expressing their sorrow at his misfortune. 
Many of them invited Mr. McWade and 
his family to their homes until he could 
make further arrangements. He will probably 
accept Frunk Murphy’s invitation to occupy 
his Summer bome. As to his futuremovements, 
Mr. Mc Wade bas no fixed plan, only that he wili 
coutinue to live at Wayne. Mrs. NMeWade is 
still very nervous and almoat prostrated. 

Mr. Tighe hasrented another house and his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Jones, has almost fully re- 
covered. George W. Childs owned Tighe’s 
house and it was fully insured in the associa- 
tion. 





EIGHT PERSONS LOST. 


THE PARIS G& BROWN STRIKES A SNAG 
AND SINKS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Jan. 6.—The steamboat Paris 
C. Brown, which left here Friday night for Cin- 
cinnati with 300 tons of freight and 10 passen- 
goers, struck asnag at 9 o’clock last night at 
Hermitage Landing, in Point Coup Parish, and 
sank. Only her pilot house remained. out of 
water. All of the passengers were saved except 
one, who had locked himseif in his stateroom. 


Five of the deck hands and two firemen were 
lost, but up to midnight no names had been as- 
certained. 

Hermitage is an isolated point opposite the 
historic Confederate stronghold at Fort Hud- 
son, 28 miles above Baton Rouge anda 8 miles 
below Bayou Sara. A courier conveyed the 
news of the loss to the latter place, arriving 
at 1 o’cleck this morning. Up te dark -none of 
the officers had reached that point from whom 
the names of the lost might be ascertained. 

The boat was owned by Capt. A. M. Halliday, 
his brother, James T., and Capt. O. G. Young, 
her commander. The boat cannot be raised, 
but most of her cargo will be saved. 
The cargo consisted of 170 tons of 
ear wheels, and of sugar, molasses, old 
iron, and sundries. She. was registered at 
1,400 tons, valued at $24,000, and insured 
through George W. Near’s agenoy of 
Cincinnati for 14,000. The Brown's 
omMmcers were Capt. C. G Young, Chief 
Clerk Pres Ellison, Seeond Clerk Lem 
Young, Chief Engineer James Steen, Second 
Engineer 8am Newkirk, Pilots George Trunnell 
and Wash Kniley, Mates L. McGeary and Peter 
Baumgarden, of whom nearly all reside in Cin- 
cinnati, a8 do her crew. 

The first intimation the people of Baton Rouge 
had of the disaster was this morning, when a 
number of barreis, boxes, &c., came floating by 
that city. The steamers Oliver Beirne and U. 
P. Schenck, due in the morning, are expected 
te bring tull particulars.

He 
further says that ‘ifthe tenth er omitted sec- 
tion was madeon amendment ard should come 
up before the Assembly axain it might possibly 
result in the repeal of the entire law.

Besides, if it should be- 
come necessary to execute a criminal before 
the passage of the amendnient it would further 
complicute matters and tend to muke the on- 
tire law inoperative.’” :

(THE STORM MOVING EAST 


TIMELY WARNING SAVED 
SHIPS ,FROM DISASTERS. 
CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE DONE BY THE 
GALE AT POINTS ALONG THE NEW- 

JERSEY COAST. 

The first wind and rain storm of 1889 
originated down in the Gulf last Thureday. 
Since then it has traveled ceastwise, and 
spread itself over a large portion of the United 
States. Yesterday it was central off Virginia, 
and moving in the direetion of Europe. Storm 
signals were flying as far north as Eastport, 
Me. Mariners took advantage of the timely 
warning supplied them. The wind at4A. M. 


' yesterday attained a velocity of 36 miles an 


hour from the northeast. The gale was 48 
miles at Sandy Hook and 60 at Blook Island. 
The rainfall has been intermittent and general 


all along the Atlantic coast for twodays. The 
local Signal Service observer yesterday got news 
of a storm raging in Northern Montana, and ex- 
pressed an opinion that it meant colder weath- 
er. There is plenty of snow about the lake re- 
gion. Mauiteba boasted of the coldest weather 
in the country, with 10° below zero, 

No disasters wers reported at the Ship News 
Office and very little business was done by 
mariners. The arrivals and departures were 
limited. Nearly all the Sound steamers clear- 
ing Saturday afterneon and oventae stopped at 
Whitestone owing tothe gale and did not get 
under way until yesterday morning. The Fall 
River and Providence Line steamers arrived 
nearly on time yesterday, with the exception of 
the freighter Fall River, Gue in the morning 
and arriving in the evening. The Captain sald 
he was delayed at Fall River until5 A. M. by 
workmen who were tinkering the boilers. The 
Old Colony Line did not eend out a boat yes- 
terday, having discontinued Sunday service 
until April. The east-bound steamers delayed 
by the rough weather were the Metropolitan, 
Pequoit, Elm City, Lenox, Elnora, and Dimock. 

The staten Isiand ferryboats were run hourly 
yesterday in consequences of the stormy 
weather. There was more or less fog and mist 
on the Bay ali day. The Westtield and Nerth- 
field had hard’work running on schedule time 
Saturday night. 

The wind blew. so energetically across the 
Brooklyn Bridge early yesterday that it rocked 


- the Cars like a cradle and the grips displaced the 


north cable. When the machinery was stopped 
a few minutes later the cable was found lying 
on the ties from a point at the Brooklyn tower 
to near the New-York entrance. At 4A. M., 
when the gale was at its height, Edward Hark- 
ins, known as the bridge rigger, ventured down 
on the ties and began the laborious task of re- 
placing the eable. He escaped being blown 
trom his perilous perch whenever there was a 
fresh gust of wind by clutching the cable in 
both hands. He was pretty well exhausted 
when he finished the task of lifting and drop- 
ping the cable into the 125 sheaves along the 
track bed. 

The wind Saturday night broke the large 
late-glass winaow of the café of the Hotel 
Bartholdi at the corner of Broadway ana Twen- 

ty-third-street. It was between 3 and 4 o’elock. 
A. M. whenthe night watchman was startled 
by a tremendous crash. He rushed to the café 
and found that the wind had scattered the 
tables and chairs in all directions. The dam- 
axe didi not amount to a great deal, and yester- 
day the broken window was boarded up trom 
top to bottom. 

The police report few accidents due to the 
storm of Saturday night. A sign at 25 Lispe- 
nhard-street became detached and broke two show 
windows; a show window was biown in at 17 
Lispenard-street, a tree was leveledjust west of 
Third-avenue in Seventy-ninth-street, and 
windows were blown in at 455 East Eighty- 
sixth-strees§ and 1,671 Avenue A. 

During the storm in Brooklyn yestorday three 
frame houses in course of erection at Myrtle 
and Greene avenues were blewn down and 
$2,000 damage was done. The houses were 
owned by Darwin R. James, and were built by 
George Ochs. One hundred ynd fifty feet of 
fence at Washipgtou Park were also laid low by 
the wind. 

Little or no material damage was done at 
Coney [sland by the storm of Saturday night. 
One or two rickety old shanties already marked 
for destruction were blown dowa between 
Brighton and West Brighton, and the piles of 
rubbish along the Ocean Driveway, lett there 
after the storm of @ year ago, were driven high- 
er up the shore. 

Tno wind blew a hurricane there all Saturday 
night and Sunday, while the rain feil in solid 
sheets. The flats in the rear of the island are 
flooded several feet deep with water, while the 
roads and paths about the island are almost 
knee deep with mud. A high surf was running 
yesterday afternoon, and 1t was expected that 
at any moment the remains of the Brighton 
bathing pavilion left by the blizzard of March 
12 last would fall, asit was standing high out 
of the water, perched en a few piles which 
rocked and swayed in the wind. It had not 
fallen last night, although many of the isiand- 
ers expressed their opiniun that before morning 
it would be piled in the form of kindling wooa 
on the beach. 

The approach to the pavilion wes washed 
away several weeks ago, and tiere is no way to 
reach it now except in boats, as the water is 
severa! feet deep around it. 

No damage of any kind except a few small 
breaks in tbe sea walls and weirs was reported 
irom Manhattan Beach.

DAMAGE ON THE JERSEY COAST. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Jan, 6.—The storm which 
began yesterday raged with great severity all 
night. The wind blew with terrible force 
directly on shore, and the noise of the surf 
could be heard fully half a mile iniand. The 
Life-Saving Service men made their trips along 
the beach in couples, ana the Superintendent of 
the Long Brauch ocean pier doubled up his set 
of watchmen. The surf ran unusually bigh 
and strong, and the wayes broke fully half a 


mile frem shore. When they re-formed they 
struck the biuff with terrific force, and cut huge 
gaps in the wallof dirt which separates Ocean- 
avenue fromthe beach. At daylight it was still 
blowing a gale, and the surf boiled and surged 
about the bulkbeads, threatening to tear them 
into fragments. , 

The greatest damage was at that portion of 
Monmouth Beach between Seabright anda St. 
Peter’s in Galilee, the costly Protestant Episco- 
pal Church on the beach. There the sea tore 
out nearly every buikhead and washed up un- 
der several of the cottages. The surf demolished 
the bulkhead of the cottaxe of A. fT. Keasby, ex- 
United States Attorney ef Newark, eut a big 
hole in his handsome lawn, and knocked to 
Dieces one of the brick piers which supported 
the building. This cottage is the one pointed 
out to Summer visitors as the first one erected 
at Monmouth Beach. The three cottages of 
Richard De Gray of New-York, which were un- 
derminea by the storm of Nov. 27, escapsd 
damage, but the partly reconstructed bulkheads 
were torn to pieces by the angry waters, 

At Seabright the water backed up in the 
Shrewsbury River until it overflowed the 
streets on the west side of the village to a depth 
ot jeur to six feet, and those who were com- 
pelled to go out teu-day made their trips in row- 
boats. At dusk the water was nearly up to tne: 
Methodist Episcopal Church, on Ocean-avente. 
The surf eompletely demelished the stout 
wulkhead along the property of Joss F. 
De Navarro ot New-York. The sea swept 
under the north one of the three cottages 
of William W. Shippen of New-York and washed 
out the sand #0 thata tall man could oasily 
walk about under all portions of the building. 
It also tore out oa portion of the bulk- 
head of the oottage of James M. Aliger 
ot New-York, one of the cottages that 
threatesed to go to sea in the last big storm. 
North of Mr, Allger’s cottage the surf out over 
the peninsula and ran into the Shrowsbury 
River, leaving several feet of sand upon the 
track of the New-Jersey Southern Railway 
Division of the Centra! Railread of New-Jersey. 
The track was also badly damaged and sanded 
at Highland Beach. It is believed that great 
dawage will fellow high tide at midnight. 

At Asbury Park the surf tore up the beard 
walk in several places and warped the sea end 
of the famous fishing pier out of shape. The 
wind knocked Gown telegraph and telephone 
poles and eigns and carried away the big sky- 
light of the Gilsey House at Webb-strest and 
Sixth-avenue, North Asbury Park, and dashed 
it 10 pisces 400 feet away from the building, 

ATLANTIC City, N. J., Jan. 6.—A severe north- 
east storm with accompanying gale ef wind hus 
prevailed here for the past 24 hours. A bigh 
tide to-day aid considerable damage. The 
schooner Annie Godfrey lies beached at the 
Inlet, Waterloggea, and the schooner Annie 
Cari, the vesse} upen which Grimes muriiered 
the mate on Christmas Eve, lies on & sandbar 
at the mouth of Clam Creck. The foundations 
fora number of new houses were ruined and 
the derrick and 15-Zo0t brick wall of the Con- 
sumera’ Ice Company were entirely demolished. 
No further damage is apprehended. 


THE STORM UP EAST. 

CHATHAM, Mass., Jan. 6.—The northeast gale 
continues with increasing force at10 P. M. The 
sea is very rough and the weather very thick. 
Nothing was sighted outside to-day, and no 
nerthern-bound steamers would be likely to 
come out over Polloek Rip to-day or to-night. 
All the large steamers bound in will be delayed 
till the wind changes and the weather clears. 

HIGHLAND LIGHT, Mass., Jan. 6.—A strong 
easterly gale, with heavy rain, vegan last night 
aud still continues, a thick fox covering the 
sea since 62. M. There is a very rough sea 
outside. No vessels have been seon te-day.

FOUND DEAD TOGETHER. 


A GERMAN ARTIST KILLS HIS HOUSE- 
KEEPER AND HIMSELF. _ 

William Mann, a German crayon artist, 
who was about 42 years old, killed his house- 
keeper, Carrie Jones, who was 82 years cold 
and daughter of his own sister, at 342 East 
Fifty-fourth-street, yesterday afternoon and 
then shot himself and died immediately. Mann 
eame from Germany whon he was a boy and 
was for many years in the South. Four years 
ago he came to New-York and worked for him- 
self and photographers. Carrie was born in 
Poughkeepsie and 14 yearsago married Stephen 
Jones, @ carpenter. Twelve years ago she left 
him because ne was a drunkard, and went to 
live with her parents with her son Walter. 

In 1886 Mann. while visiting Carrie’s mother 
at Poughkeepsie, became enamored of his niece, 
and persuaded her to come here as his house- 
keeper. When her family discevored their rela- 
tions they endeavored to get her away from 
Mann, but she refused to leave him. She worked 


constantly at bennet wiring, and was well paid, 
but Mann had become a shiftiess toper, and 
constantly bullhed or cajoled her out of her 
savings, Which were destined for the boy Wal- 
ter, who had been brought to New-York to 
live with them, and had employment as a 
District Telegraph Company’s messenger. Ayear 
ago Mann began to act oddly and to ill treat the 
wvuman. Three weeks ago, at 866 Secend-avenus, 
he poured boiling water on her and scalded her 
severely. They meved to 342 East Fifty: fourth- 
street Jan. 2, taking the east apartment on the 
fourth floor. Saturday they quarreled because 
the woman would nut part with some of her 
wages, and the bey Walter heard Mann say, 
**Wait till the morning and I’ll fix you.” 

Yesterday Walter went to work at 8, and his 
mether and Mann appeared to have patched up 
their quarrel. No neighbor heard any noise 
from thelr apartment during the morning or 
or early afternoon, but at 3 o’clock Walter went 
home to eat, and found the door of the landin 
ajar. In the living room a meal of chicken an 
pie had been eaten, but no one appeared to be 
in the apartment, Goingintoa dark bedroom 
Walter stumbled on the body of Mann, in whose 
right hand was clutched a revolver. There was 
a weund in his right temple. 

The boy was so dazed at the discovery that he 
did not look for his mother and believed that 
she had gone away. He did net tell any one 
what had occurred, but went to Second-avenue 
and fifty-second-setreet, Brooklyn, to find rela- 
tives, and it was past 6 e’clock before he sought 
a policeman ofthe Twenty-third Precinct and 
told him that Mann had committed suicide. 
When the officer went intothe dark bedroom 
he found Mrs. Jones crouehed up atthe foot of 
the bed and dead. She, too, had been 
shot in the right temple, and it is 
supposed, because of her disheveled hair, that 
she was surprised, seized, and. shot by Mann 
before she could cry out. Both she and Mann 
were fully dressed. The shooting was probably 
done very shortly after they had eaten dinner, 
or about 2 o'clock. 

Relatives who called and denounced both the 
woinan and the man said that he was half ras- 
eal and half lunatic.

lapse of nearly 20 years that the officers of the er- 
ganization have departed from the principles trans- 
jerred to them, aud being determined to return to 
the original text, we extend the hand of fra- 
ternity to all those who believe in the prin- 
ciples formerly promulgated, to wil, secresy, obe- 
disnuce, mutual assistagce, and the placing of in- 
dustry on a scientific basis.

A TRIBULH BY TALLEYRAND, 


DISCOVERY OF A STATE PAPER ON THE 


DEATH OF WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Mr. Somerville Pinkney 
Tuck, United States Assistant Commissioner- 
General to the Paris Exposition of 1889, while 
in Europe onaspecial mission having for its 
object a search for documents and other evi- 
denees relating to the French. spoliation, 
claims, discovered at Paris among the 
archives of the Munistry of Foreign Affairs 
@ paper written by Talleyrand which has 


particular interest at this time in conneetion 
with the project now under way and In charge 
of a committee of ladles, presided over by Miss 
Bayard and Mrs, Nathan Appleton, the object of 
which is to raisoa fund tor the erection of a 
statue of Washington in some public place in 
the city of Paris. The following ia a tranelation 
of the paperin question, the original of whieh 
is Nos. 172 and 173 of Volume 51 of the mana- 
script series kuown as * Etats-Unis, 1799-1800.” 
(years seven and eight of the French Republic): 


“Report of Talleyrand, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, ou the occasion of the death of George 
Washington: 

“A nation which some day will be a great nation, 
and which to-day is the wisest and happiest on the 
tace of the earth, weeps at the bier of a man whose 
courage and genius contributed the most to free it 
from bondage and elevate it to the rank of an inde- 

endent and sovereign power. The regrets caused 

y the death of this great man, the memories 
aroused by these regrets, and & proper veneration 
for all that is held dear and sacred by mankind, 
impel us to give expression to our sentiments by 
taking part in an event which deprives the worla of 
one of its brightest ornaments, and removes to the 
Tealm of history one of the noblest lives that ever 
honored the human race 

“The name of Washington is inseparably linked 
witha memerable epoch; he adorned this epoch by 
his talents and the nobility of bis character. and 
with virtues thateven envy dared not assault. His- 
tory offers fow examples of such renown. Great from 
the outset of his career, patriotic befere his coun- 
try had become a nation, brilliant and universal 
despite the passions and political resentments that 
would gladly have checked his career, his fame is 
to-day imperishable, fortune having covsecrated 
his clajin to greatness, while the prosperity ofa 
people destined for grand achievements is the best 
evicence of a fame ever to increase. 

“Hg own Country now honors his memory with 
funeral ceremonies, having lost @ citizen whose 
tapos actions and unassuming grandeur in private 

ife wore a living example of courage, wisdom, and 
unselfishness, and France—which from the dawn of 
the American Kevolution hatled with hope a nation 
hitherto unknown that was discarding the vices of 
Europe, which foresaw all the glory that this na- 
tion would bestow on humanity, and the enlighten- 
ment of governments that would ensue from the 
novelcharacter of the social institutions and the 
new type of heroism of which Washington and 
America were models of the world at large— France, 
I repeat, should depart frem established uaages and 
do honor to pne whoae fame is beyond comparison 
with that of othors. 

“The man who, gmid the decadence of modern 
ages, first dared believe that he could inspire de- 
generate nations with courage to rise to the level of 
republican virtues, lived for all nations aud for all 
centuries, and this nation, which first saw in the 
life and success of that illustrions man a forebod- 
ing of his destiny, and therein,recognized a future 
to be realjzed and duties to be performed, has every 
right to class himas a fellew-citizen. 1 therefvre 
submit to the First Consul the following decree: 

“ Bonaparte, First Consul of the Republic, decrees 
as follows: > 

*“*Article I, A statue is to be erocted to Gen. 
Washiugton. 

“*Article LI. This statue is to be pluced in one of 
the squares of Paris, to be chosen by the Minister 
of the Interior, and if shall be his duty to execute 
the present decree.’ ” . 

There 1s no evidence that any action was ever 
taken on this proposed decree by Napoleon, 
‘and itis probable that the matter was entirely 
forgotten in the press of affairs of that exciting 
time. A copy of the original of this prophetic 
State paper has been lately procured by Mr. 
Tuck for the Departmont of State. 


THE STRIKE ON THE SCYIAIA. 


THE CUNARD PEOPLE DENY THAT THE 
STKAMER IS OVERLOADED. 

Boston, Jan. 6.—There are always two sides 
toastery. The question as to whether the Cu- 
nard steamer Scythia left port yesterday over- 
loaded or not is still in doubt. The 20 firemen 
who left her just as she was about to sail claim 
that she was five inches below the load 
line, and therefore unsafe. Her agents 


deny this statement, and say that the 
Scythia never left portin finer trim. The fire 
men who refused to go presented their ease to 
the British Consul. They are stopping at the 
Mariners’ Heme. There will be a hearing to- 
morrow at the British Consulate, The men will 
have their say, and the evidence will be sent to 
Englandand the case disposed of there. 

The Scythia was delayed three hours but ob- 
tained a new set of tiremen and left fur sea in 
the afternoon. Alexander Martin, the ageut of 
the Cunard line at this city, made bis first state- 
ment to THE TIMKS’s cerrespondent to-day. He 
raid that the firemen had received advance 
money when the Scythia arrived in Bos- 
ton Now Year's Day. They apsst the 
day in true English style, and 
came back to the ship peunailess, 
They sought to exact extra inducements to 
work the steamer buck to Liverpool; so they 
left the sbip just previous to her sailing time, 
elaiming that she was loaded five inches belew 
the ‘*bah” or load line, They hoped to embar- 
rags the sailing of the Seythia, and fora time were 
successful, The ship left the dock on time, but 
watted in the stream for new men. When the 
Strikers saw that they wére to be beaten some 
of them offered to go back if the Captain would 
agree not to “log” them and would give them 
some more advance money. A tew of the men 
wont back unconditionally. 

The Soythia had a general cargo of provisions, 
grain, &c. She drew about 23 feet 6 inches. Tbe 
stevedore of the company, Mr. Bloomfield, alse 
donied the statement of the firemen that the 
Scythia was’ overloaded. He corroborated 
the statement of Mr. Martin that the men bad 
been on a spree and wished for more money. He 
stated that the ship was drawiug 23 feet 6 or 7 
inches on an even keel), and that the load line 
Was not under water. 

The British Consul, Mr. Stuart, to whom the 
strikers applied when they left the ship, told 
THE TiMEs’s correspondent to-day that the men 
were porfeotly right in refusing to goif they 
considered the steamer overliaden. They could 
not he arrested as deserters, and the Cunard 
Company would probably pay them their 
money 1f any was due them. He had given the 
steamer her papers before the eomplaint against 
her was presented, and but for this would have 
detained here until a survey had been wade re- 
garding her depth. He considers tue Cunard 
Company a little hasty in allowing the steamer 
to depart without tirst having asurvey. [f the 
Scythia crosses in safety the case will probably 
be dropped, but should anything happen to her 
the situation would be o most serious one.

OONTESTS BEFORH THE NORTH 
OAROLINA LEGISLATURES. 
THREE QUESTIONS UPON WHICH THE 
MEMBERS WILL HAVE A CHANCE TO 

MAKE COMBINATIONS. 

RALEIGH, N. C,., Jan. 6.—The Legislature meets 
next Wednesday. There are 35 Republicans and 
85 Democrats in the House and 12 Republicans 
and 38 Democrats in the Senate. There are 
three very interesting contosts before the Legis- 
lature. The first in order is that for the Speak- 
ership of the House. The candidates are the 
Hon. Charles’M. Cooke of Franklin County, who 
is an ex-Speaker; Messrs. M. E. Carter of Bun- 
combe County, Augustus Leazar of Iredell 
County, Yhomas H. Sutton of Oumberland 
County, and perhaps one or twoothers who 
simply seek a complimentary vote. 

The second is that for the State printing. This 
patronage is given out to the party selected by 
the caucus, Mr. Josephus Daniels ot the Stale 
Chronicle is the present contractor, and is work- 
ing hard to obtain the contraet again fer an- 
other two years. Mr. 8. A. Ashe of the News 
and Observer, and a former contractor, is the 
editor of the only Democratic paper published 
in Raleigh, and is making creat exertions to eb- 


tain the favor of the caucus. There are a large 
number of farmers in the Legislature who are 
Members of the Farmers’ Alhance. The Pro- 
gressive Farmer, a weekly newspaper eaited and 
published in Raleigh by Col. L. L. Polk, is the 
organ of the alliance, and it has been suggested 
thatit would be a proper recognition of this 
organization to give the printing to Col. Polk. 
Tnese are the three candidates. 

The third contest is on the Senatorship. The 
present incumbent—the Hon. Matt W. Ran- 
som—1s very anxious for re-election. His op- 
ponents are Capt. Sydenham 3B. Alexander of 
Mecklenburg, the Hon. Alfred M. Waddell of 
oe and ex-Gov. Thomas J. Jarvis of 

itt. 

The election of Speaker will be colored by the 
contest for Senator, Cookeis openly tor Ran- 
s0m. Carter is supposed to be for Alexander. 
Leazar isinstracted by the Iredeil Democrats 
to vote for Ransom. Sutton is for Waddell. 
It is probable that Leazar will be elected, and 
this will be of benefit to Danielsin his contest 
for the printing. The farmer members will 
probably vote for Leazar, as the other three 
candidates are lwwyers and proscribed from 
membership by the Farmers’ Alliance. 

As to tne printing Mr. Daniels has now the 
best chance. He has the support of the large 
majority of the newspapers of the State. He 
makea one of the best weekly papers, and has 
eloments of strength in various pertions of the 
State. Mr. Ashe was handicapped two years 
ago by the fact that he was then Postmaster at 
Raleigh. His term will expire in June next, 
and it iscenceded that Mr, J. C. L. Harris, Sec 
retary of the Republican State Comusittee and 
editor of the Signa/, the only Republican paper 
published in Raleigh, will be his successor. So 
this objection will not influence the decision of 
the caucus, 

Arfothber reason why Mr. Ashe was defeatod 
two years age lies in the fact that Mr. John 
R. Webster, who was Speaker, was elected by 
the Republicans and the independents, and Mr. 
Ashe incurred the displeasure of Mr. Webster 
by his onsiaughts on Mr. Webster and the inde- 
pendent members. On this account Mr. Web- 
ster declared that Mr. Daniels was the only 
Democrat whom he would support fer the 
printing. As the Joint Committee on Printing 
cousisted of three Senators and five Xepresent- 
atives, the power toname the printer was virtu- 
ally vested in Speaker Webster, and he so ap- 
pointed the House branch of the committee 
that Daniela was awarded the contraet, in 
accordance with the voteof the Democratic 
caucus. Mr. Ashe willnot be handicapped by 
these various obstructions in the contest now 
goingon. It is also said that all the rallreads 
ars for Ashe except the Richmond and Dan- 
ville system, ana they are for Daniels. The 
printing is worth about $5.000 net per year and 
the contract is for two years. 

It is also reported on good authority that the 
Richmond and Danville people are backing 
Daniels in his effort to purchase the News and 
Observer 10 order to be sure and get the print- 
ing and have only one political paper in 
Raleigh. It is Known that negotiations have 
been going on between the parties, but as yet 
there has been no consummation. It is known 
that Daniels and the Richmond and Danville 
people are for Senater Ransom to succeed him- 
self, and that the News «nd Observer and its 
supporters would be glad to see Ransom de- 
feated. 

The latest move in the Senatorial race is the 
proposition of the Ransom people to induce 
the Legislature to pass a bill creating a Rail- 
road Commission and give the places to ex-Gov. 
Jarvis, Capt. Alexander, and Col. Waddell, in 
order to get the support of each and all of these 
aspirants for Senator Ransom’s seat. 

‘rhis is about the situation at this date. The 
best opinion 18.that Leazar will be Speaker, 
that Daniels will be printer, that Ransom will 
be re-elected to the Senate, and that the other 
aspirants will be gotten out of the way by put- 
ting them on the Railread Commiasion.

¥ Although there still remain to be heard 
¥rom the owners of racing stables on the Pacific 
oast, the principal entries to the stakes of the 
Brooklyn and Coney Island Jockey Clubs closing 
Jan. 1 have now been received and are to-day 
Made public by the Secretaries of the respective 
Bssociations. These show in the gross an in- 
trease over the entries of a year age, though the 
entries in, the stakes and handicaps for the all- 

aged horses are less in number than last year. 
For this decrease there are several good 
reasons. First, owners of the poorer class of 
horses have found that there Is no use in enter- 
ing their animals in races in which there is no 
possible chance for them to win, no matter how 
leniently the handicapper may treat them. 
‘Again, the rich stakes offered for 2 and 3 year 
plds result in many of the young and not 
fully developed thoroughbreds being raced to 


death and broken down before the time they 
are eligibie for the all-aged stakes, only the 
very stoutest surviving. With the liberal purses 
offered for over-night events, too, owners of 
other than a high class of herses have decided 
very sensibly to save their forfeit money for 
use as entrance money for these purses, and as 
there will be racing every day in this vicinity, 
from May 1 to Nov. 1, there wili be plenty of 
good money to be picked up inthis way. The 
Brooklyn Jockey Club also sufters from the 
fact that its meeting begins so early that it is 
very difficult for an owner to get his horses 
ready to race there as early as May 15, espe- 
cially if there is a backward Spring. 

» The entries received for the all-aged stakes 
and handicaps, though light in numbers, are of 
an <n high class, very few ‘‘ brutes” 
appearing in the lists of either club, a fact 
‘which will please all lovers of racing, and tend 
to make the sportof even a better character 
than it has been heretofore. The Brooklyn and 
Suburban have always been the highest class 
handicaps run in this country, but judging from 
the entries already received none of them will 
surpass in interest and the possibilities for an 
egg finish the handicaps to be decided on 
May 15 and June 15 next, respectively. Of 
these the Brooklyn Jockey Club handicap comes 
first, aud the 54 horses already entered are as 
follows:

SOCIALISIS STAND FIRM. 


CHARGES AGAINST CENTRAL LABOR 
UNION DELEGATES RKAFFIRMED. 

The published charges by the Socialists 
that 15 delegates of the Central Labor Union 
had been bribed by Secretary Seyfert of the 
Pool Brewers’ Association to use their influence 
to have the boycott removed from pool beer were 
read yesterday at the meeting ef the Central 
Labor Union by Delegate Jablonowski, who 
belengs to the Socialistic eontingent. The 
meeting was well attended, and both Soolalists 
and anti-Sociatists were present in strong force. 
The names of Delegates Robert P. Davis, John 
G. Jones, and Isaac Wood were mentioned in 
connection with the charges of bribery, and 
Jablonowski said he believed they were true 


and that Davis bad beem seen going to see Mr. 
Seyfert. 

The accused delegates indignantly denied that 
they had ever received a cent from the pvol 
brewers either directly or indirectly, and Dele- 
gate Davis denounced Jablonowski as an un- 
mitigated liar as far as the charge of bribery 
was concerned. During the fight between the 
ourneymen brewers and their employers he 

ad gone to see Mr. Seyfert, it was true, because 
he was a member of the Arbitration Committee 
of the Central Labor Union, whose duty it was 
to try and settle the difficulty between the men 
and employers, and Mr. Seyfert was thé repre- 
sentative of the brewers with whom all com- 
inittees had to treat. His visits, therefore, were 
perfectly proper. 

A long discussion took place between the 
Socialists und their opponents, who charged 
them with brutal injustice. The Seciaiists, they 
declared, instead of bringing up the charges in 
the Cantral Labor Union ‘had carefully con- 
cocted them and waited until midnight, when 
they gave them out for publication without 
giving the accused delegates am opportunity to 
reply oreven to Know that they were to be 
attacked. 

The peacemakers in the meeting tried to pour 
oil upon the troubled waters, and declared that 
it was the pool brewers who had done the wis- 
chief by trying to bribe the leaders of the 8o- 
Clalista, and telling them that they had already 
bought up the delegates to the Central Lauber 
Union, and thus trying to break up both organ- 
izations. A set of resolutions was prepared 
Stating that the Central Labor Union indorsed 
= action of Secretary Kurzenknabe of the 

ourneyman Brewers’ National Union in so 
cleverly exposing Secretary Seyfert of the Poel 
Brewers’ Association and his agent, Detective 
Von Gerichten, in their dastardly and treacher- 
ous attempt to compromise the honor of the 
Central Laber Union, and providing that a com- 
mittee be appointed to investigate the charges 
of bribery made by Seyfert against the dele- 
gates. The resolutions were adopted, and Dele- 
gates Delebar, Harris, Archibald, Sotheran, and 
Collins were appointed on the committee. Of 
course Mr. Seyfert did not prefer the charges 
of bribery, but Secretary Kurzenknabe said 
that Mr. Seyfert had teld him that he had 
bought up thuse delegates. 

The Boycott Committee was directed to re- 
reg its activity in the fight aguinst Koehler 
& Co. 

A communication was received frem the tile- 
layers, disclaiming all responsibility for the dis- 
paraging remarks that their delegate had made 
about the Central Labor Union. He had said 
that the Knight of Labor leaders and Central 
Labor Union were both corrupt, and that the 
difference between the two was that the Knights 
awindled in a colossal scale, while the Central 
Labor Unien was only a petty retailer in the 
business, and that its delegates could be bought 
from $1,000 down to acheap suit of clothes. 
When called to ascount by his union Mr. Daly 
had the courage to say that be would be glad 
to repeat the remarks. The meeting dires:ed 
the Seeretary to order Daly to appear before the 
Central Labor Union and repeat the remarks if 
he dare, and prove thew also. 





DID HILLIARD VALK OF BRIBES? 

A remark alleged to have been made by 
Commissioner Pearl C. Hilliard of the Board of 
Public Works of Jersey City is about to become 
a@ subject of investigation by the Grand Jury. 
Mr. Hilliard was riding on the platform of a 
Greenville car ene evening in the latter part of 
last week when the question of a new water 
supply for Jersey City was mentioned. After 
it had been under discussion for a few minutes 
Mr. Hilliard, it is alleged, deelared that he had 
been offered $40,000 to vote to award a con- 
tract to the Montclair Water Company. Mr. 
Hilliard is one of the indicied ** Big Four,” and 
he added, in the cov \ of conversation, thas 
as an additional indu...ment for his vote he 
Was assured that the indictment against him 
would be quashed. ; 

Mr. Henry Steffens, a prominent citizen, re- 
ported Mr. Hilliard’s remarks to District At- 
torney Winfield, and gave the names of other 
men who heard the gtatements. Mr. Winfleld 
atonce issued subpcenas for the witnesses to 
appear before the Grand Jury to-morrow. Mr. 
Hilliard was seen yesterday and denied that he 
had made any such statements as were attributed 
to him. He had never been offered any bribe, 
and never said that he had. Mr. Winticild could 
not be found last night. 





DELAYED THE FUNERAL. 

Charles J. Cody, working for an under- 
taker at 274 Ninth-avenue, and John Tobin, o 
driverin his employ, were on their way to 
Brooklyr yesterday morning to make the final 
arrangements for the funeral of Thomas Flynn 
of 300 Myrtle-avenue and were driving up the 
bridge roadway from Park-row, when a truck 
horse immediately in front of them became 


balky and blocked up the way. Tobin jumped 
off and ran to the truck driver’s assistance and 
struck the balky brute with a whip several 
times in order to make him start. Bridge Po- 
liceman Ross ordered Tobin to stop and he did 
so, but a wordy wariare ensued between the 
two men, which ended by the policeman pull- 
ing Tobin from his wagon and taking him tu the 
Oak-street station. 

Mr. Cody had a great deal ef trouble in get- 
ting bail for his driver, and the funeral was de- 
layed over three hours in consequence. The 
case wili come up in the Tombs Poliee Court 
this morning, and Mr. Cody threatens to bring 
charges against the policeman.

IMPORTANT QUESTION HINGING ON THE 
EXISTENCE OF A WILL. 

There have been interesting rumors cir- 
culating recently amoung lawyers converning 
the now famous eontest by Mary Irene Hoyt of 
the willof her father, Jesse Hoyt, which has 
been before the Surrogate’s Court for a. long 
time and has been attended by the most sensa- 
tional details. At present the interest centres in 
the will of Mrs. Hoyt, mother of the chief con- 


testant, who died suddenly im this city last 
month. 

A few days after Mrs. Hoyt’s death Miss Boyt 
applied to the Surrogate for letters of adminis- 
tration, and upon being granted them took pos- 
seasion of her mother’s personal property. She 
made affidavit that she knew of no willof her 
mother’s in existence, anc that she had made 
every effort to find one. The personalty 
ameuanted to about $60,000, itis said. The sixz- 
niticance of the avsence of any will has been 
discussed by those interested in the most vari- 
ous fashions. Mrs. Hoyt was given by her hus- 
band’s will the income Sof $1,250,000, with the 
per of disposing absolutely uf $750,000 upon 

erdeath. Should she not dispose of this sum, 
according to the will,it should return te the resi- 
duary estate. With this understanding Mrs, Hoyt 
had several wills drawn, executed, and, it is 
declared, destroyed. Some of them were draws 
by one of her daughter's former connsel; others 
by ex-Judge Shipman, her own attorney. 

The effeet of a will on the contest of the Jesse 
Hoyt will woulda be very serious, it is declared. 
Should one be in existeuce without the knowl- 
edge of Miss Hoyt or her eounsel, devising the 
$750,000 to Miss Hoyt, with whom the testatrix 
was onthe best of terms at tho time of. her 
death, it might be construed as a walver on the 
part of the legatee should she accept the leg- 
acy, Should the will be found in the ceurse of 
the search which is making for it, and the Court 
of Appeals deeides upon the validity of the 
Jesse Hoyt testament, then Miss Hoyt will re- 
esive $750,000 in her own right in addition to 
the income on $1,250,000 which was left her 
by her father and which she is now con- 
testing. Should the will not be found, on 
the other hand, the Executors of Jesse Hoyt’s 
will will receive the $750,000 as residuary lega- 
tees. The latter, whose kininess of feeling has 
not been particularly strongly marked, intimate 
that Mra. Hoyt left a will, and that the result of 
the appeal will havo a great deal to do with its 
production. ‘he issuance of letters testament- 
ary has no effect on any future probate of a will 
which is not limited aa,to time, but may eccur 
at any time itis presented to the Surrogate’s 
office. At all events, the incidents might make 
a very eliective episode in a sensational novel. 

Frank J. Dupignac, Miss Hoyt’s counsel, said 
yesterday that the intimation of unfair dealing 
was exceedingly unjust not only to Miss Hoyt 
but to her counsel. ** When Mrs. Hoyt was 
taken siek,” he added, ‘* Dr. Barton, her family 
physician, was summoned, and he at once ad- 
viged that I should be sent for, as well as ex- 
Judge Shipman, Mrs. Hoyt’s counsel. When 
we arrived, Miss Hoyt being then in the West, 
ex-Judge Shipman suggested that all of his 
client's papers be surrendered to us,toe be sealed 
until Miss Hoyt’s return. After hurriedly look- 
ing over the documents they were sealed, and 
were not opened again until after the funeral. 
Then they were carefully examined, but there 
was no indication of a will having been among 
them. Then ex-Judge Shipman said that afew 
days before her death Mra. Hoyt had requested 
him to draft a will, He had not had time to 
present it to her so sudden had been ber death.. 

“ There is little likelihood of the Oourt of Ap- 
peals deciding finally upon the Jesse Hoyt will. 
It may order a new trial, whereupon the case 
will have to be gone over again before a 
tribunal apart from the Surrogate’s Court, for 
the present Surrogate was a counsel in the origi- 
nal contest. Atall events, no one may dispose 
of or in any way interfere with the estate left 
by Mrs. Hoyt until the present contest is 
decided. Of course, should Miss Hoyt be de- 
feated and a will exists, it will be a very im- 
portant addition to her ineome, but I am in- 
clined te believe that Miss Hoyt was not her 
mother’s only heir. I think it not unlikely that 
she would have had many large charitable be- 
included in any testament she would 
have made.” 


THE ANIMALS.

A YEAR'S WORK OF THE SOCIETY 
FOUNDED BY HENRY BERGH. 

The American Sociéty for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals has just issued the report 
of its twenty-third year of humane work. It 
bears broad marks of mourning in remembrance 
of the former vresident of the society, Heary 
Bergh, and contains an exceptionally good steel 
portrait of him as its frontispiece. The tribute 
to his memory, adopted at a special meeting of 
the Board of Managers held March 15, 1888, 
three days after his death, is given itn full, and 


the death of the Hon. John T. Hoftman, an in- 
corporator of the society, is also recorded. 

enry Bergh, a nephew of the founder of the 
society, was chosen President in his stead on 
March 23, and in his address he speaks very 
strongly regarding the sport of ‘“raubit cours- 
ing,” recently introduced in this country. He 
says that the promoters of the “sport,” while 
they were acquitted by a local jury, were uot so 
treated at the bar of public opinion, and that 
they now probably begin to realize that in 
America such a sportis regarded with contempt 
and abhorrence by respectable and law-abiding 
citizens. The offieers or the society had a well- 
established precedent for their action on the 
rabbit-coursing question in the case of the Peo- 
ple against Edward Burt, who was convicted of 
@ similar offense, known as “rat baiting,” at the 
Court of Special Sessions in this city and sen- 
tenced to serve aterm of three months’ impris- 
onment in the penitentiary. The three learned 
Judges who gave that decision and sentence 
did not regard Burt’s act as the legitimate de- 
struction of noxious animals, but saw in it only 
acruel and low exhibition created merely fer 
the entertainment of spectators. 

He says that the silly statements made that 
the society desires to interfere with proper or 
manly sport are false, for he and his officers do 
not want to prevent the capture of game er the 
extermination of noxious or destructive ani- 
mals by the usual paraphernalia of a hunter’s 
outfit, but they do demand that by all laws of 
justice and humanity the killing of animals in 
captivity shall be dene in the most merciful 
manner available. 

The report of the Executive Committee shows 
that during 1888 they prosecuted 991 cases in 
the courts, had 1,749 disavled animals tem- 
porarily suspended from work, destroyed 2,455 
nerses and 1,281 small animals disabled ve- 
yond recovery, and received and investigated 
3,052 complaints. In the 23 years of its exist- 
ence the society has had ne fewer thar 36,857 
disabled animals temporarily suspended from 
work and 26,554 badly disabled horses hu- 
munely destroyed. The society has also had 
the method of killing dogs in the public pound 
changed trom drowning to the less painful one 
of asphyxiation by chloroform. A hospital for 
animals is constructing at 111 East Twenty- 
second-street, and proceeds of the legacy of 
Carrio J. Welton, which amounts to nearly

CHAKF FOR AN OLD BIRD. 


EXPERIENCES OF THE OWNER OF WASH- 
INGTON’S OLD COACH. 

Mr. Benjamin Richardson is a venerable 
and patriarchal gentleman, who is known to 
fame as the possessor of a certain coach made 
saered by the fact that it was used as a convey- 
ance a century or so ago by George Washing- 
ton. This vehicle has been the subject at va- 
rious times of ornately descriptive newspaper 
articles, and eccupied a conspicuous position in 
the parade on the day that the Bartholdi statue 
of Liberty was dedicated. On that oceasion Mr. 
Richardson and his little great-grandson oocu- 
pied the revered though somewhat remarkable 
interior of the coach, and were justly proud to 
sit on the same seat that had once upheld the 
ponderosity of him who was first in war, first 
in peace, and first in the hearts of his country- 
men. 

Mr. Richardsen, who is now 77 years of age, 
also boasts of having been aforty-niner. What 
he doesn’t know about ores and nuggets and 
gold dust isn’t worth knowing. And yet itis only 
& short time ago that he purehased by a eonsid- 
erable outlay of cash a gold brick, which @ suave 
and genteel stranger had induced him to believe 
had been pressed in some fur Western mine. 
When Mr. Richardson took this treasure to the 
Assay Oftice, towever, he was amazed to find that 
lu, Was only an ordinary brick adroitly perferated 
with small gold-filled holes and cunningly 
gilded. It was a very old trick, not inappro- 
priately played on a very old man. 

Next to his knowledge of gold mining Mr. 
Richardson prides himself on his knowledge of 
herseflesh and all the shadowy methods of 
horsedealers—those that are new as well as 
thoso that are moss-grown. He has owned 
many equine specimens in his time and has 
driven mauy asharp trade. Occasionally, in 
the frosty December of bis life, he takes ani- 
mals to board on his possessions in Westchester 
County, which constitute an important factor 
in his fortune, that is estimated at something 
like $1,500,000. 

It must not be inferred from this, however, 
that Mr. Richardson is a countryman. On the 
contrary, heis a New-Yorker, residing at 514 
East ne Hundred ana _  Sixteenth-street, 
the very last house in the street, to 
walk past which means to step into the East 
River. In this capacious and oid-fashioned 
domicile, a relic of the time when Fourteenth- 
street was the uttermost nerthern boundary of 
New-York City, Mr. Richardson was dozing the 
other day, When a man dressed as a groom was 
ushered into his presence. 

It was the old story over again. A horse; a 
mistress who loved it dearly; a necessity for a 
sale, 8ut only to some one like Mr. Richardson, 
who would treat it well; probable acceptance of 
$300; intruding stranger who offered $400. 
Then came the usual tempting offer of the 
Stranger to the vietim to buy at $300, and the 
Stranger would take the horse from him at 
$325. Mr. Richardson took the bait. He paid 
down $10 in cash and gave his check for the 
remaining $290. The horse was led around to 
his residence, and he sat down to await the 
coming of the Boston man. He had waited 
only a fow minutes when he began to suspect 
that something was wrong. He rushed to his 
bank and ordered payment stopped on his check 
of $290. He was blandly :aformed that it had 
just beon cashed. The horse he found to be 
spavined and blind in one eye and not worth 
more than $50. 

It is suggested that Mr. Richardson may find 
some use for his three-hundred-dollar purchase 
in the approaching centennial eelebration of 
Washington’s inauguration by hitching the an- 
imal to the famous George Washington coach 
and driving the turn-out through the streets.

Edwards, and John D. Crimmins, composing the 
committee to select the site of the new Roman 
Catholic Seminary, have been making trips to 
the upper part of the city to view properties ef- 
ered for the purpose, and now they have but to 


select the most available of the sites inspected, A 
member of the committee yesterday said that 
the seminary will be situated within the city 
limits, probably on a piece of property along the 
Hudson. 

The seminary will be a four-story structure, 
about 400 feet by 200 feet. Lhe front will be 
of pressed brick with stone trimmings. There 
will be accemmodations fer 300 regular stu- 
dents, mere than double the number in the pres- 
ent seminory at Troy. The plans have made 
provision for the reception of the priests of the 
archdioesese when on their annual retreat. Ex- 
clusive of the grouad the seminary will eost 
about $400,000. By the sale of the present sem- 
inary at Troy about $350,000 will be realized. 
The rest of the money nesessary to carry on the 
work will be raised by subscription. About 
$35,000 has already been subscribed. 

If everything is favorable the work of bulld- 
ing will commence in the Spring, and If itis 
continued without intermission the seminary 
will be completed in alittle more than @ year. 
Members of the order of St. Sulpice will be the 
Professors.
